2. It may be staled that the di.^pute was ouginaily raised 
beiore mo management as also octore me ii.L.o. by me 
coat Mines Employees Union m ihc year 197/ and conci¬ 
liation was accoruingly held wtiich ended in tailuro on 
3-10-77. bubsequcnily ihc maticr was retciicd to this Tri- 
Dunul oy the Ministry of Labour vide tbcir Uider dated 
6-1U-79. Originally therefore, only ihe Coal Mines Employees 
Umon was a pariy to the Relercncc. ft, however, appears 
that subsequently the management filed a petition praying 
to make Colliery Mtizdoor Congress also a party to the dispute 
besides another union known as Colliery Mazdoor Jvanha. 
Ihe Colliery Mazdoor Sabha however did not ide any written 
statement and supported the case of tiie Coal Mines Em¬ 
ployees Union. 'Ifie Colliery Mazdoor Congress subsequently 
on being made party filed written statement m this case and 
has contested iL 

3. Fioni the terms of Reference, however, it will appear that 
as many as 35 worJtmen are involved and all of mem were 
working as loaders under the Kanipur Coltiery. According 
to the Coal Mines Employees union these 35 petsons are 
the persons whose case has been sponsoied by mem. But 
according to the Colliery Mazdoor Congress they are not "the 
genuine persons and they have submitted a separate list ot 
27 persons who according to them are the genuine workeis 
concerned in this case. Thus the very identity of the workmen 
is in dispute in the present reference. 

4. fhe case of the Coal Mines Employees Union is that 
ihc concerned workmen were cmplojcd in the Ranipur Co- 
licry of erstwhile Equitable Coal Co. Ltd,, since prior to 
the nationalisation ot the mines ;n 1973 and were doing 
loading work and other jobs. Ihc loading, unloadmg, slack¬ 
ing and picking of coal are the permanent iiatuie of jobs 
in the colliery but the management kept these workmen as 
casual workmen. Prior to nationalisation Raniptir Colliery 
employed 412 persons at Ranipur Colliery Depot, out of them 
the management made 250 workmen permanent and 162 woik- 
men were left out though the workmen who were left were 
senior to those who were made permanent. The workmen 
concerned are among those who tuc left out. It is submitted 
that though the concerned workmen worked even after 
nationalisation under the present management and also received 
bonus for the year 1973 but they were stopped from work 
with effect from 1-1-1975, It is also stated that ihe names 
of these 35 workmen w«re in the pay sheet maintained in 
the colliery and those pay sheets were called for before 
the A.L.C. Asansol in which their names appeared. 

5- After stoppage of work the concerned workmen authoris- 
^ this union to take up the dispute with the management and 
■the union submitted a demand to the Sub-Area Manager 
endorsing a copy of the same to the Manager, Ranipur 
Colliery on 3-5-1977 and thereafter the dispute was raised 
before the A.LC. and after conciliation it ended in failure 
on 5-10-1977 as stated above. 

6. It is further stated that when the matter was pending 
before the Government the management of Ranipur Colliery 
issued a notice dated 14*2-1979 informing the Secretaries of 
all the unions that the workmen involved in the dispute can 
set work as approve/ by the Managing Director and the 
ernimants were directed to bring with them attested copy 
of photograph from the respective B.D.O/P.S. along with full 
particulars.

12. Dining the comsc oX hearing it was urged gn behalf 
ot the management mat they are ready to take 35 workmen 
as tneir employees but this may be done only alter their 
Identity is tuny estabushed. It is also submitted by them 
that tms Couil cannot decide the identity of the genuine 
workmen and the proper course for both the unions will be 
to move the Civil Coikt and get the matter of idtnbficatiou 
decided and the.n approach Iht. management for then em¬ 
ployment. 

13. On the above giounds it is prayed that the Eeference 
be decided in favour ot the manaaemen't. 

14. The point lor cousideiation is as to whether the action 
of the management of K.imipur Sub-Area ot Western 
Coameidi ktd., m toinimating the set vices of the concerned 
workmen vvitn etfect Irom 1-1-1975 is justified. If not, to 
what refief ate the eonc.'incd woikmen entitled. 


8. The Colliery Mazdoor congress (H.M.S.) now known as 
Jan.a coinery Mazdoor Congress in their wrjilen slatemcnt 
have stated tnat mis union was previously known as colhciy 
Mazdoors congress which has ad along been lunctiomng m ihe 
kanipur coinery, brnhsequenily, however, this umon was 
divided mio 2 gioups, one known as Kulkariu grgup and the 
omcr known as Vasnist group and accordingly the Colliery 
Mazdoor congress split up mio 2 groups. Ihis union remained 
under the Kuikarm group and entne workmen of kanipur 
colliery were under them and under the same Ohico Hearer with 
Sri Sahdeo Singh as President and the umon in now as 
lanta colliery Mazdoor Congress tH.M.S.). 

9. It is also stated that the concerned workmen are 
members of this umon and much before the order of Re¬ 
ference this union raised ihe inslant dispute with the employcts 
and the employers by their letter dated 14-2-1979 requested 
all the unions to identify the concerned workmen so that they 
may be offered employment and accordingly this union pio- 
duced the photographs of the concerned workmen befoic 
the management for necessary action. It is however stated that 
while the matter was pending before the management the Coal 
Mines Employees Union took up the case before the A.L.C. 
and got reference made. According to them the 27 workmen 
whose case has been propounded by them are the genuine 
persons and they may be given employment, 


10. The case of the management, however, is that the 
present reference is not maintainable as there is no dispijte 
between the employer and employee. They have also 
challenged the locus standi of the Coal Mines Employees 
Union to raise the dispute. On merits it is stated that on 
the relevant date i.e. on 1-.5-1973 when the mine was nationa¬ 
lised the 35 casual workmen whose list was given by the 
union to the A.'L.C. were not employed at the Colliery. 
Further even if it may be assumed that the said 35 work¬ 
men had woikcd at the colliery prior to nationalisation, their 
work was of a casual nature and hence they had no right 
to continue in employment. It is submitted that the wmk 
of wagon loader was done at this colliery under contract 
upto April. 1974 after which the continct system was aboli¬ 
shed pursuant to the Govt, order and the management engag¬ 
ed the casual workmen previonslv working under the con¬ 
tractors according to the number as required by them. But 
the 35 workmen as per list of the union never reported for 
work even after 1974. 

11. It is, however, submitted that for the first time in 
the year 1977 the union alleged that the names of the said 
35 workmen have been deleted by the management from 
the rolls with effect from lanuary, 1975 and after the 
dispute was raised by the union on 3-8-1977 and before the 
referenca was made to the Tribunal on 5-10-79 the present 
management issued a notice on 14-2-79 to all the unions 
for giving work to these workmen and directed to produce 
attested cony of photograph from respective B.D.O./P.S. In 
proof of their identity and after the issue of this notice 
the Colliery Mazdoor Congress which was functioning in 
the colliery and another union raised claim and counter¬ 
claim with regard (o the identitv of the workmen concerned 
and each of them, submitted nhotographs and other paiti- 
cniarv nhich were diverse and different, Tn the circumstances 
the matter of irtentifleation of the concerned workmen be¬ 
came verv complicated with the resnlt that the mfinagement 
could not take any decision over the matter. 


15. One ot the mam contention of the management is 
mat the Coal ivtines kmployees Union nas goj no jocus 
standi to sponsor tms dispute and it is not lunclioning in 
kanipiii Coniciy. Tne inanagcmCni. Uowever, has not adduc¬ 
ed any evidence in suppoil oi fills fact. TUe other union 
VIZ. the Jauta Coibciy Mazdoor Congress has examined 
WW-35 Shri Mahendra bii gh, Genei'Lil becrclary who has 
stated that the Coal Mines Employees Union never lunclion- 
td in this colliery but it is not supported by any document. 
Ihe only document liied on behalf oi ihe management, 
however, is Ext. M-i which is copy of an expartc award 
in Reference Case No. 51/78 passed by the Calcntta a 
Tiibiiual on 2-11-1982 in wliicli it was held that this union 
had no appreciable number of workmen in Ibis colliery and 
that appreciable nimtber of workmen never authorised the 
union to spouse the cause of the workmen and so the said 
union had no auihonty or locus standi lo raise the dispute.

lb. Bclore this Court the union, however, has filed its 
membership register for the year 1977 marked Ext. W-2 
and the counter-foils Ext. W-16 series. Ext. W-7 is an 
application dated 20-4-/7 signed by these workmen and 
addressed lo the President of this union requesting him 
to lake up this case. On the basis of this authorisation 
the union raised the dispute before the Sub-Area Manager 
by their letter dated 3-5-1977 Ext. W-8. Ext. W-10 is 
the letter to the A.L.C. dated 3-8-1977 raising the dispute 
of tho.se workmen by this union. Ext. W-9 is a letter by 
the A.L.C, dated 5-8-1978 to the Sub-Area Manager directing 
him to discuss the matter, The union has also filed copy 
of the minutes of the meeting dated 18-3-1979 (Ext, W-12) 
showing that the union was sponsoring the cause of these 
workmen. Besides these documents the workmen who have 
been examined on behalf of this uifion as also VVW 33 Sri 
Goiir Hari Rov who was then member of the Executive 
Con?mittee of this union has been examined and has stated 
that this union was and is functioning in this collieiy. 'fhe 
union has also filed Exts.

20. On the above document, therejoic. it cannot be held 
thal there was no dispute between the workmen and the 
management. Ihe management, however, wndo the matter 
was ponding betoio the Covt. issued a letter on 14-2-79 lo 
all the unions intiujaimg that they wcie rcadyi to give the 35 
woikmen employment but their identity should be proved, 
in the circumstances uS the management hail admitted the 
termination of services of 35 workmen, lyppaienily there 
was an industrial dispute between the management and the 
workmen and therefore the Retererice in question must bo 
deemed to be legal and valid as the present one is an indus¬ 
trial dispute.

It may, however, be n'lentioned at this 
stage that though this union claim that they have given 
2y names but irom the evidence it will appear that the 
Qumber is 27 only and ihe names submitted by this union

22 It may also bo stated that in the teinis ot Reteience 
the parentage or other details of the workmen aie not men¬ 
tioned at all. the two lists given by the two onions show 
that the paicntagc and residence of tlie workmen differ though 
the name is common. It vvas however uiged on behalf of 
the management thut this Tribuind cannot decide the identity 
of the workmen concerned and Uie pioper course should 
have been lor the unions to get the matter decided by Civil 
Couit. But in my opinion, if there is suflicient evidence 
botore this Liibunal and the raattei is decided here there 
is no legal bar to give finding on tfie identity ot the work¬ 
men concerned and the award cannot be said to be Illegal 
on that score. 

23. It IS, therefore, lo be seen as to which ol tlic list 
of concerned workinen is genuine and who are the workmen 
entitled to get employment under the management. 

24. It has already been mentioned that ihc Janta Colliery 
Mazdoor Congress never raised any dispute regarding the 
employment of the concerned workmen befoie the A.L.C. 
nor they took part in Ihe conciKalion proceeding. Though 
WW'-35 Sri Mahendi'a Singh, claiming to be tht General 
Secretary of Jimta Colliery Mazdoor Congiess has stated 
that he had raised the dispute before the management but 
there is no document in this regard. The only document 
filed on behalf of his union is a letter Jated 19-2-79 (Ext 
W-17) written on his behalf to the Chairmnn-cuinr-Managing 
Director, Eastern Coalfields in which he claimed that the 
General Secretary had v/ritton to the Managing Director in 
May 76 regarding enrolment of some of the workmen but 
no step was taken by the management. Thus there is no 
deenment on the record to show that this union ever raised 
any industrial dispute reg.iidinfi the employment of the 
workriven as named in the terms of reference. As against 
this the Coal Mines Employees Union raised this dispute 
with the management vide their letter dated 3-5-77 Ext. 
W-8 and a subsequent letter dated 3-8-77 was written to the 

A.L.C. raising the dispute. After conciliation as stated 


earliei fadure report was submitted to the Government by a 
letter dated 16-10-77. No action was taken by the Govt, 
and long alter the management issued a notice dated 
13-2-79 tEAt, W-4J meutiomng that the Managing Director 
has approved to take Smt. Mejhan and 34 others in casual 
list of wagon loaders of the colliery and to offer them work 
as and when available and this wag as per letter dated 
16-8-78. The names of 35 workmen arc mentioned in 
this notiec and it was directed that the claimant should 
bring along with them attested copy of pliotograph from 
the respective B.D.O./P.S. along with full particulars. This 
is under the slgnatuie of Superintendent/Manager and a 
copy of it was sent to all the Union Secretaries. The manage¬ 
ment knew that the question of 35 workmen had been 
raised by ihe Coal Miiics Employees Union only and the 
proper course for tliem vvui to issue notice to that union 
only. But foi re.ssons bed known to the management such 
notice was issued to all tJie unions. Fnilher the manage¬ 
ment had already decided to lake these 35 workmen in their 
employment even by their earlier letter dated 16-8-78 and 
the question wa.s only rcgaiding the fixation of their identity. 
This identity could easily have been fixed by the management 
by employing their own .sourcc.s or by examiniiifi the docu¬ 
ments filed by either of tbe union even if such nolice was 
issued to the other iinians. It appears that as the .lanta 
Collleiy Mazdoor Congress wa^ a recognised union of the 
management and hence only to complicate the matter such 
a notice was issued vvhe.i that union had not raised any 
dispute before the A.L.C. Now even If this union filed any 
list of workmen on the basis of the notice Ext. W'4 then 
in that case also it was not very difficult for the management 
to decide the genuineness or identity of the workmen con¬ 
cerned, but it was kept va.mic and the management did not 
take any decision in the matter. As the rnnnagement did 
not take any decision in the matter the Coal Mines Employees 
union wrote to the Ministry again and then the present re¬ 
ference was made. 

25. The Coal Mines Employees Union on the basis of the 
letter dated 16-8-78 and the, letter dated 14-2-79 (Ext. W-4) 
submitted 33 heads of photogiaphs of 33 workmen with 
their parentage or hnsband'.s name and theii* photographs 
were duly attested by the Pradhan of the village as well 
as by the B.D.O, through Shri Goiir Hari Roy. Secretary, 

26, It may be slated at this very stage tliat Sri Gour Hari 
Roy has signed this letter as Secretary Hon. Colliery Mazdoor 
Sabha ot India (CITU) and it was contended on behalf 
of the other union as also the management that the Coal 
Mines Employees Umon never submitted any photograph. 
In this connection, howevet, the evidence ot Su Gour Hari 
Roy who has been CAanmiei.1 as WW-33 on behalf of the 
Coal Mines Employees Uuion is reJevanc. He has stated that 
he was member of the Executive Body of the Coal Mmes 
Employees Union and he had dealt witli this case with the 
management on behalf of the said union and he also held 
negotiation with the management regarding these workers. 
He has further stated that Sri Samiran Chakruvorty was the 
Genci ul Secretary at feat time. He also attended the 
conciliation proceedings on some dates as executive member 
of the Coal Mines Employees Union. He has further stated 
that none from the C'ohiery Mazdoor Coirgiess (H.M.S.) 
attended the conciliation proceeding. From his cross-exami¬ 
nation it will appear that the CoUieiy Mazdoor Sabha of 
India (CITU) was formed fh this colliery in the last part of 
1978 and he became ils Sccrelaiy. Thus according to this 
witness he was executive member of the Coal Mines Em¬ 
ployees Union at the time the dispute was raised and as he 
had taken active interest in the mailer he filed the pholo- 
grapRs of 35 workmen giving their parentage and other 
details and the photographs were duty attested by the 
Pradhan and the B.D.D. It is no doubt true that at the time 
the photographs wicre filed before the management Shri 
Gour Hari Roy had became the Secretary of Colliery Maz- 
dooj- Sabha of India which was formed in that colliery in 
the year 1978. All the witnesses examined on behalf of the 
Coal Mines Employees Union have stated that tlieir photo¬ 
graphs were taken by Sri Gour Hari Roy who was their 
union man. Ext. W-13 is a letter dated 25-7-79 written 
by Sri Samiran Kumtir Chakravorty General Secretary of 
Coal Mines Employees Union to the Sub-Area Manager 
.stating that a list of 33 workmen along with passport size 
photofiiaphs duly attested by the B.D.O. have already beep 
slibrnittcd lo (he Manager, Ranipur Colliery by his union 
representative Sri Ooiir Hari Roy about three weeks back 
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and along with this letter a list of the concerned workmen 
with their parentage was also attached. Thus irom ibe 
above letter it is clear that the photographs in question were 
duly filed by the Coal Mines Employees- Union through their 
representative Sri Uour Hari Roy. The union to which Sri 
Gour Hail Roy at present belongs that is, the Colliery Maz- 
door Sabha of India, inspito of notice did not become a 
party to the dispute end supported thei case of the Coal 
Mines employees Union. It will also appear that the 
management by their letter dated 12th/13th April '79 wrote 
to Sri Chakiavoily, Geneial Secretary -of the union to sub¬ 
mit list of 33 casual wagon loaders with passport size photo¬ 
graph duly attested by the B.D.O. of the locality to avoid 
apy irregularity in this regard. Thus a separate letter was 
also issued to Shri Chakravorty to whieii he gave a reply 
Ext. W-13 as stated earlier. Thus union also wrote a letter- 
dated 9-2-79 to the Managing Director intimating that some 
vested persons arc trying to induct fake persons in place 
of genuine ^ persons who arc iitvolved in the dispute as 
sponsored by this union (Ext. W-5) and thus they cautioned 
the management about fahe clahn by others. This union 
thus submitted photogr.ipbs of 33 workmen before the 
management luid photograph of one yvorkman duly attested 
by the Pradhan and the B.D.tj. viz, that of Pano Mejhan 
was submitted before this Court. This union during the 
course of hearing examined all the workmen excepting SI. 
Nos, 10, 23, 30 & 32 and all these workmen have come to 
state that they are the genuine workers and they worked 
in the Biunipw Colliciy and their services were terminated 
illegally. They have given details of the parentage and have 
also identified their photographs. The photographs of the 
remaining 4 have been attested by WW-32 Sri Rabi Shankar 
Bhula W'ho is 1 epresentative of Coal Mines Employees Union 
and look after the pairvi of the case and he has supported 
the case of the workmen. He is a member of the Executive 
Committee of the Coal Mines Employees Union. 

27. it camiot be disputed that the Pradhan is the most 
competent aiithoiily icgaiding identification of his villagers. 
The photographs giving parentage have been attested by the 
Pradhan as also the B.U O, This union thun filed suflicient 
proof to show that these worijiien are the genuine workeis. 
As against this the other Uiiioi vi/. fanta Colliery Mazdoor 
Congres.s has filed photographs of only 27 persons of the 
name as mentioned in the termis of retcicnce giving different 
parentage and residence. They have not made claim so fin 
as SI, No. 12, 15, 18, 20, 21, 25, 31 & 33 are concerned 
which indicate that the above persons are the genuine per¬ 
sons as claimed by the Coal Mines Employees Union. Out 
of the 27 persons the Colliery Mazdoor Sabha of India has 
examined only 11 and they aie SI. No. 34, 8, 35, 22, 30 
16. 26, 11, 19, 7 & 2. WW-3 claiming himself to be 
Ramswarup Bhuia is in SI. No. 35 and he has stated that 
he did not raise any dispute before the A.L.C. WW-5 has 
got no knowledge about any dispute though she claims to 
have worked in the Ranipur Colliery. None ori behalf of 
this union has come to say as to who got these photo¬ 
graphs from these workmen. Fuithcr it will appear that 
they arc all signed by somebody but they bear the seal of 
Neturia Police Station. It cannot bo denied as stated earlier 
that a Pradhan is the best person to know about a person of 
the locality. The Officer Inchav* is not expected to identify 
any villager unless somebodv-rfse Identify him before the 
Officer Incharge. This signature and seal it appears have 
been pi..t in a routine manner as will appear from the fact 
that there is photograph of one Lakhi Mejhan which has 
been marked Ext. W-2/25. but her parentage, village etc. 
is blank. How could the Officer Incharge identify her m 
the absence of her parentage and residence. It is clear that 
a fake person was bought before him or that at the instance 
of some interested peisous the Officer Incharge put his sig¬ 
nature and seal in a mechanical way on all these photographs. 
Under these circumstances the pi oof of identity as given by 
the Janta Colliery Mazdoor Congress is shaky and not beh'e- 
veable in face of the proof of identity filed by the Coal 
Mines Employees Union who had taken up the case of these 
workmen from the very Initial stage 

28. Considering the entire evidence and facts and circum¬ 
stances of the case, I hold that the list of workmen as sub¬ 
mitted by the Cord Mines Employees Union is the list^if 
genuine workmen who rvnrked in the Ranipur CoHievy and 


they alone are entitled to get employment by the manage¬ 
ment as their identity has been fully established, 

29. On the above findings it must aslo be held that the 
action of the management in terminating their services is 
unjustified. The management also realised their mistake and 
agreed to take them in employment vide their letter Ext. 
VV-4 dated 14-2-79. 

30. The next question is as to fronj whii-h date these 
concerned workmen whose identify has been proved by Coal 
Mines Employees Union i, to get employment. Though they 
were terminated from service with effect fiotw 1-1-1975 but 
there was certain difficulties before the management also 
us the very identity of the workmen was In dispute. The 
workmen concerned are mostly Adibasis and they are earning 
livelihood by doing other work as stated by them. In my 
opinioii. the ends of iirsticc will be met if they arc held to 
be entitled to get employment under the management with 
effect from the date of the award and the management should 
give them employment om the daft of award with wages 
from that date. 

31. The award is given accordingly.

Act, 1947. The Central Government by its order No. 
D2()0l2(29)/£0-D.m(A) dated 16-10-80 has referred thi* 
dispute to this Tribund for adjudication on the following 
terms. 


THE SCHEDULE 

“Whether the demand of the workmen of Chasnalla 
colliery of Messrs Indian Iron and Steel Company 
Limited. Post office ChasnaUa, District Dhanbad 
(Bihar) that S/Shri O. B. Mondal, R. S. Lall, 
P. C. Ojha and R. N. Singh, Water Filter Plant 
Operatois should be placed In Category V is 
justified 7 If so, to wbat relief are the said work¬ 
men entitled 7” 

2. There are 4 workmen in this case as will appear 
from the schednle of the reference quoted above. Accord¬ 
ing to them they are Water Filter Plant Operarors of 
Cbosnalln colliery of M/s Indian Iron & Steel Company 
Ltd. for the past 12 to 16 years conlinuously. The Coal Wage 
Board recommendations of 1967 did not pre.scribo any pay 
scale for the workmen of Water Filter Plant Opeiafors, 
and the msnagement arbitrarily placed these concerned 
workmen in category in of wage board recommendation 
without any regard to the special nature of the job performed 
bv them. 

In effect the management has equated these Water Filter 
Plant operptors with the Pump Khalasis of this colliery 
which Is not justified. According to the workmen water 
filter plant operators supply drinlang water to the colliery. 
The plants installed for this puropse are sofisticatod machi¬ 
neries and thei-eforo special skill is required for operating 
the same. The job also is exposed to occupational hazards. 
In the written statement paragraph 5 of the workmen it has 
been stated that the Food Corporation of India having simi¬ 
lar plants has 2 grades for water filter plant operators. The 
first grade is frorv. Rs. 425-MO and it is called grade I. 
1 he fixed dearness allowance is Rs. 198 in this grade. There 
is also a special grade starting from Rs, 640 and going upto 
Rs. 750, plus dearness allowance of Rs. 215. The Hindustan 
Steel Co. Ltd for such job has fi.xed Rs. 570 plus dearness 
alovvance of Rs, 147, According to ihe workmen such 
scales mdi,ule thaf the water filter plant operators are 
skilled workmen and ns compared to the water filter plant 
operators of Chasnalla colliery they are paid much more. 
The total emoluments paid to the concerned workmen in 
category HI come? to Rs, 440 inclusive of dearness allowance 
and V.D.A and this shows how poorly they are paid in 
coniporison to the workmen of Food Corpointion of India 
uud Hindiislfln Steel Ltd. The.se workmen made represen¬ 
tation to the management to place them in proper giade of 
wage hoard recomincndatinn. Their demand was that they 
should be given grade A of the wage board recommcndatlon.s 
currying a pay scale of Rs, 592-32-648-36-992 for technical 
supervisory v/orkers. 

3 On failure of the management to comply with the 
demand of ihe workmen an industrial dispute was raised 
before the Assistant Labour Commissioner (C) Dhanbad. 
The management took the plea that grade A which is for 
fe.hnival and supeivisory workers could on n.i account bo 
given to Fiese workers. Tlicre could be no conciliation 
settlement and therefore the Government of India leterred 
this dispute for adjudication. It will appear from the 
schedule that the Government of India considtrcd the position 
end though that the concerned workmen could be given 
rjfegorv 3^ wages and llicreforo ihe schednle s.ivs “as to 
whether (ho claim of the workmen for categoi-y V vvaees 
is justified'’. 
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4. The rranagement filed ■written statement and put forth 
a case that in an earlier conciliation proceeding in which 
Slin Cbunkn Das and others wertf involved, there was a 
conullation settlement under which category IV was given 
to the pump operators. It has been conceded by the 
management that these 4 concerned workmen did not accept 
the conciliation settlement and therefore they were entitled 
to laisc (ins dispute. Another point taken was that Shri 
J. D, Lai who is representing the workmen as Secretary of 
riihar Colliery Kamgar Union bad no locua-standi to raise 
this dispute because the union actually did not raise this 
dispute, 

5. The hearing of this case commenced and the evidence 
on behalf of the workmen was concluded. Thereafter several 
dates were given for the management to produce the witnes¬ 
ses, but the management could not produce any witness. 
Ultimately, the case was heard ex-parte and an award was 
passed in' which the demand of the W 9 rkmen for being 
placrd 'H calegorj V was found to bo justified-^ Accordingly 
they were found to be entitled to be placed in category V 
we.f. .10 11-78 which was the date of raising the disptuo. 
They were fiirthei entitled to increments, back wages and 
othei emoluments w.e.f. 30-11-78 Includina increments which 
fell due fiom that date. An award was accordingly nassed 
and later puBTisbed in the Gazette of India. 

6 . The management filed an application for setting aside 
the ex-parte award which was registered as Misc. Case No. 
2/82. That application was heard and the ex-parte awaid 
was set-aside and the management was given an opportunity 
to contest the claim of the workmen. The matter has 
been since he n d. 

7. It was submitted on behalf of the management that 
the settlement of this case was being dratted and would 
he filed in this court on 2-5-83. On 2-5-83 Shri T. P. 
Choudlmry, Advocate for the management submitted that 
although the settlement is readv the union is not agreeable 
to sign the RcUlement. The parties were asked to come 
read’' for hearing the case on 17-5-83. Shri T. P. Chondhury 
Advocate ior the employers and Sbri J, D, Lai, Secretary 
of B C. K, linion appeared before me and submitted that 
the point of difference between the parties have been very 
much narrewed down. They have both accepted that two of 
the concerned workmen viz, Shri P. C. Oiha and Slmi G. B. 
Mondal are in E.M.E, scale as E. P. Fitters, This is ex¬ 
cavation grade and both Shri T. P. Choudhurv, Advocate 
and Shri J. D. Lai, representative of the workmen have 
accepted that they are in better s ale titan catcgoiy V in 
respect of whicli the workmen had claimed and obtained 
the ex-parte award. So far as the other two workmen viz. 
Shri R, G. T a1 and Shri R. N. Singh are concerned they 
have already beer, placed by the management in category 
V, but there is a slight differnce as to whether they shoi’ld 
be placed in category V w.e f. the date of raising this dis¬ 
pute, i e. 30-11-78 or from the date of reference v hich is 
16-10-80 Both parties have left it to the discretion of the 
Tribunal. 

8 . It will ap.pear that there is hardly any dispute left to 
he dissolved It is .an accepted fact that these concerned 
workmen should not have been placed in category III although 
they have keen for a long time working as water filter plant 
oporatoiR in Chasnalla colliery all the time doing the skilled 
job. They wtre in fad treated as pump khalasis for the 
purpose of tbeir wages, It is dear that the management 
should have concerned to their demand at the time Alien 
tb’v I’pprcscnled before the managemenf for fixation of proncr 
grade. It also appears that when the dispute was raised 
hcfimc the conciliation officer the managemant was not 
nrerared to piv'’ them category V waxes and only wanted 
lo offer entepor,’ IV wages It is in fitness of things there¬ 
fore that the concerned workmen should he placed in cate¬ 
gory V wcl 30-11-78 when this disptne was r.nised 

9 This icfcicnce is now accordingly answered, 

(11 The demand of the workmen mentioned in the 
schedule of this reference for eategnry V wages 
is justified 

(2) They are entitled to back wages vviib all other 
emoluments including increment as they fell due in 
piopcr scale with affect from 30-11-78. 


(3) Since two of the concerned workmen viz. Shii P. C, 
Ojha and Shri G. B, Mondal have been placed in 
E.M.E, scale as E.P. Fitters and are in higher grade, 
they need not be reverted to category V, So far 
as their ba,'c wages are concerned they are also 
entitled to wages with the due increment w e.f. 
30-11-78 if the management has not given by virtue 
of settlement some bttter advantages in respect of 
back wages, incremens and rther benefits to 
them.

By Oder No, L-20012/197/80-D.III(A) dated, the 20lh 
November, 1980, the Central Government in the Ministry of 
Laboui has, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause 
(d) of .sLib-sctcion (1) of section 10 ot the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947, rcfeired the following dispute to this Tribunal for 
adjudication— 

"Whether the action of the management of Jamadoba 
6 & 7 Pits Colliery of Messrs T.ita Iron and Steel 
Company Limited, Af and Post Office Jamadoba. 
District Dhanbad in dismissing Shri Fagoo Mistry, 
Magazine dcik, from service with effect from the 
2Jst November, 1978 is justified? If not, to what re¬ 
lief is the said workman entitled?'' 

2, It is the case of the management tb.it the conceined 
workman, Sr: Fagoo Mistry, was working as magazine 
clerk at the relevant linie, and, as magazine clerk, 
his duties were tf) issue explosives from the magazine 
and maintain registers for the same. Sri L N. Chandra, 
clerk, was deputed by the Adminisfrative Offleer, Jamadoba 
Group, to do the periodical checking of the explosives stock 
in the magazine. On 8-5-78 Sri L N. Chandra verified the 
physical stock of explosives with (he book balances of ex¬ 
plosives maintained by the concerned woikman in his presence 
and in piesence of Sri S C Sood, Safety Otficer. 6 & 7 Pits 
Colliery On checking and verification ccrlain discrepancies 
V ere found which could not be accounted for by the concerned 
vo'kman, SlyJ,. S P Sood, Safety Officer, encircled and dis- 
ctepanctes found in (ho slock repistei^ in presence of the 
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concerned workman and Sri L. N. Chandra. It waa, however, 
detected subsequently that the coancerned workman had tam¬ 
pered with the record and made fresh entries surreptitiously in 
the stock register af th6 place where Sri Sood had encircled 
the discrepancies. For the above acts, which amounted to 
misconduct under clauses 19(2) and (6) of the Company’s 
Standing Orders, the concerned workman was issued a charge- 
sheet dated 22/25-7-1978 mentioned therein the details of 
the discrepancies in the explosives and also the surreptitious 
fresh entries in the management’s records. The concerned 
workman submitted his reply denying the charge. Thereafter 
there was ? domestic enquiry in which the concerned workman 
actively participated and he was given full chance and op¬ 
portunity to cross-examine the management’s witnesses and 
to produce his defence witnesses. In the said domestic cnouiry 
the charges were satisfactory establiscd and he waa there, 
fore, dismissed from service with effect from 21-11-78. The 
domestic enquiry was held after observing (he principles of 
natural justice but if it he held that the domestic enquiry 
was not fair and proper the management may be given a 
chance to establish the charges by leading fresh evidence 
before the Tribunal. There is also a Group Joint Grievance 
Committee consisting of representatives of the management and 
workmen, and in case the members of the Groiin Toim Grie¬ 
vance Committee differ in their oninion. it is referred to the 
Central Joint Grievance Committee consisting of the re¬ 
presentatives of the management and also of the workmert. 
After his dismissal with effect from 21-11-78 the conccrnc'l 
workman had made an application to the Grmm lomf 
Grievance Committee which in its meeting dated 14-4-79, 
discussed his case of dismissal and as the members of the 
Group Joint Grievance Committees were not nnafilp’ons in 
th“ir opinion it was refen’ed to the Central Joint Grievance 
Commute 'The Pentral Joint Greivance Committee ip Its 
meeting dated 31-8-79 further discussed th* case of the 
concerned workman and held with three of its members 
dissenting that his case did not merit consideration and his 
dismissal waa lustified. The management's contention there¬ 
fore is that the dismiss il of the concerned workman with 
effect frorn 21-11-1978 is justified and he Is not entitled to 
any relief. 

3. The case of the concerned workman regarding the 
charge relating to the a1ieg*d discrenancies found on 
R-.5-78 on nhvsiral verification of the .stock of eTPln«h'es 
with the book balances of explosives maintained bv him 
Is that the figures mamtalpcd bv him were correct and fn 
conrse of calculation of figures some errors might have 
crept IP addition or subtraction hnt i' was nor a case ot 
theft fraud or dis-honestv or bahltiial neglinrpce or neg¬ 
lect of duty on h's tiort to merit his dismissal imdes 
clause 19(2) or ffi1 of the ^tapduic Orde rs of tt,e mnmnanv 
As regards the charge relating to tamnering wbb the re^o^d 
and making fresh entries In the stoeV register ml-seniientlv 
at the nlqee where Sri ^ood had encircled the d'scre-^ancles 
his case is that the said encircHeg wps done aTter those 
eptrles had been made hv him and he had mad* pe entrv 
after the enrircllne According to him the Pnd’egs of 
the Fponlrv Officer were ngrverse biased and teeVtng 
good faith and his dismissal on the hasls of snch findtens 
Jr whoth, nplnstifled gnU he 1- entitled to be reinstated 

with eflFeet from 21-11-1978 with full back wages and nil 
allowances 

A. From order dated lf)-t2-8I it would BDi>“ar that the 
case was posted on that date for hearing on the onrsflon 
as to whether the domestic ennniry held hv the management 
was fair and proper when Sri B. N, Sharma annearlng 
for the concerned workman conceded that so far as the 
producedural formalities are concernc<i they were d'tlv ob¬ 
served in conrse of the enaiiirv and hence he had no 
obiectlon if the nrocediiral part of the domestic enonirv 
is held to be duly comnlied with suhiect to Ihe conTlltion 
that he would be nermitted to rely on the doenments 
which he had called for from the management and y'hich 
had been produced hv the management provided the docu¬ 
ments are held to he relevant at the time of hearing ot 
the case no merit. Sri S. S. Mnkherlee for the rnapagoment 
thereupon also conceded that in case the documents called 
fos hv the copcemed j-orkmap and nrodnced hv the 
management are held to he relevant the concerned viocV- 
map will he entitled to relv Pnon those documents at thg 
time of heaslniT of the ei-e on merit Tp view of these 
ropoesslons hi^ hoth sides It was held thnt the 
enolurv was fair so far as the procedural part Is f'o nf* 
and It the doenments called for by the concerned workman 
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and produced by the management are held to be relevant, 
the concerned workman will be entitled to rely upon them 
at the time of hearing of the case on merit. On that date 
the enquiry report, the evidence recorded in the enquiry, 
the documents relied upon by the management in the 

enquiry, the chargesheet served on the concerned workman 
and his explanation and the impugned order of dismissal 
were admitted as evidence in this case as agreed to by the 
parties and thereafter the case was posted for hearing 

on the question of relevancy of the documents called for 
by the concerned workman and filed by ihe management. 
Front order dated 14-1-73 it would further appear that 
certain documents called for by the 'concerned workman 
and filed by the management, about which the manage 
ment had raised no objection regarding their relevancy, 
were marked as exhibits on belhalf of the concerned work¬ 
man, but regarding the rest of the documents which were 
bulky in the form of registers filed in a box, before 
deciding their relevancy, Sri T. P. Choudhurv and Sri 

B._ N, Sharma appearing for the workman wanted to 
minutely Inspect them and pin point the actual relevant 
entries in those registers to which Sri S S. Mukhcrice 
appearing for Ihe management also agreed. But after in¬ 

specting them. Sri T. P, Choudhurv appearing for the con¬ 
cerned workman conceded on 14-4-83* that ^hev were not 
relevant for the purnose of this case and they need not 
be exhibited or marked In this case. He further submitted 
that he did not propose to lead any further doenmentarv 
or oral evidence In this case Thereafter arguments were 
heard on merit on the materials already on the record of 
the domestic enquiry and the award was reserved. 

5. The chargesheet dated 22/25-7-78 (Ext. M-1) wh'rh 
was Issued hv Sri P. N. Keshari. Manager, 6 & 7 Pits 
.Tamadoba and was served on the concerned workman 
Favpp Mistry is as follows : 


“You are hernbv asked to show cau'e whv disciplinary 
action should not he taken against you under 
Clause IQCfi) and I9f2) of the Standing Orders 
for the following misconduct. 


It has been reported by our Administrative Officer Sri

W-5’) which had hefp referred to In the 
chargesheet as miscgnduct on the part of the concerned 
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workman read as follows for whicli an employee tnay be 
suspended, fined or dismissed— 

19(2) Theft, frauad or dis-honesty in connection with 
the company's business or properly. 

(6) Habitual negliRcnce or neglect of work. 

7 , It would appear from the aforsesaid chargeeheet that 
the concerned workman was charged under two counts. 
The first charge was that ('Q 8-5-78 after checking by Shri 
L. N. Chandra, Clerk, of the explosives stock register 
maintained by the concerned workman certain discrepancies 
were found between the book balances and actnal stock 
showing shortage of explosives and detonators fus mentioned 
in the charge re-produced above. The relevant stock re¬ 
gister in which entries conArning 8-5-78 are noted is 
Ext. M-10, but the opening book balances of the ditTercnt 
explosives and detonators mentioned in the said register 
on 8-5-78, which are the same as the closing book balances 
of those explosives and detonators on 6-5-78 (there being 
no intermediate entries in between the two) do not tally 
with the book balances on 8-5-78 as mentioned in the charge- 
sheet (Ext. M-1) and it is not clear from the evidence ad¬ 
duced at the domestic enquiry as to how the figures men¬ 
tioned as book balances on 8-5-78 as mentioiycd in the 
chargesheet (Ext. M-1) were arrived at. When arguments 
were taken up on 4-5-83, Sri B. LaU, Advocate, appearing 
for the raanageiucnt, expressed difficulties in explaining the 
book balances on 8-5-78 as mentioned in the chargesheet 
(Ext. M-1) with reference to the stock register (Ext. M-IO) 
the case was adjourned for tvvo days to enable Sri B. Lall 
to call some employee of the management acquainted with 
the case to explain the same and the case was adjourned 
to 6-5-83 for further arguments. On 6-5-83 also, however, 
Sri B. Lall appearing for the management even with the 
help of the management’s employee called by him for the 
purpose could not explain the book blalances on 8-5-78 
as mentioned in the chargesheet (Ext. M-1) as to how those 
figures were arrived at with reference to the stock register 
(Ext. M-10) in which quite dlffereut figures appear. In the 
oral evidence also adduced by the mapagement in the do¬ 
mestic enquiry it has not been explained either bv 
L. N. Chandra, Clerk, who is said to have found the dis¬ 
crepancies on checking the stock register with tne actual 
stock or by Shri S, C. Sood Safety Officer. In whose presence 
the said checking is said to have done by .Shil L, N. Chandra, 
as to how the book balances of explosives and detonatoivs 
on 8-5-78 as mentioned in the chargesheet were arrived at 
when no such book balances on 8-5-78 are to be found 
in the register of explosives (Ext, M-10). This was also not 
explained by the Enquiry Officer in this enquiry report 
(Ext. M-7). In that view of the matter the first charge con¬ 
cerning shortage of certain explosives and detonators on 
8-5-78 with reference to book balances and actual stock 
as mentioned in the first charge must be held to have been 
not substantiated in the absence of any explanation coming 
from the side of the management in course of the evidence 
adduced at the domestic enquirv as to how the book 
balances on 8-5-78 as mentioned in the chargesheet were 
arrived therefore, hold that on the evidence adduced 

before the domestic enquiry the first charge concerning the 
shortage of certain explosives and detonators on 8-5-78 has 
not been established and nroved, Tt may also be noted that 
even according to the said charge not only some shortage 
in explosives and detonators had been shown but some 
excess had also been shown in resnect of certain item. 

8 . I shall next examine the second charge which says 
that subsequent to the abc.''e cheeking of the register on 
8-5-78 it had been reported by Sil L, N. Chandra. Clerk, 
that on re-checking the stock register on 14-7-78, he found 
that the concerned workman' had made fresh entries 
without permission and dies* eptdes which are mentioned 
as “distortion" were made within (he circle made and signed 
bv Sii S. C. Sood, Safety Officer, when the discrepancies 
were origlnallv detected and hy menlioning the dlserepapcles 
as “distortion" the concerned workman had iniended to 
cover up his ncirlieence which nmouri'ts to fabificafion of 
records and dls-honestv on his nnrt. Tn (his conpeedon it 
is relevant to mention that in the stock register of exnlosivcs 
(Ext, M-10) the closing balances of explosives and deto¬ 
nators op 6-5-78 are found to he encircled and within the 
circle there arc found certain writings showing certain items 
of explosives and detonators as "distortion".

9. In this connection it is the evidence of Sri S. C, Sood 
that on 6-5-78 when he was in the magazine along with 
Sri L, N. Chandra the concerned workman was told (fiat 
he should take the figufes of Sri L. N. Chandra as opening 
balances but the concerned workman still mainlaipcd that 
his figures were correct, and thereafter he asked the con¬ 
cerned workman to sign in the register which ho did and 
just above the signature of the concerned workman ho too 
signed after encircling the figures and at that time except 
the opening balances figures nothing was written inside the 
circle, but subsequently on 14-7-78 it was found that the 
concerned workman had mndc fresh entries inside the circle 
showing the dfscripancies as "distortions” during the whole 
year and in this way to cover up the discrepancies he in¬ 
tentionally falsified company’s record which speaks of dis¬ 
honesty on his part. The concerned workman had declined 
to cross-examine him though he was given oportunity to 
do so. Sri L. N. Chandra had also deposed that on 8-5-78 
he and Sii Sood had checked the stock register and Sri 
Sood had signe'3 after the signature of the conceined work¬ 
man, and had encircled the closing balance on 6-5-78 written 
by the concerned workman hut on 14-7-78 when Sri Sood 
asked him to bring the stock register he saw on opening 
the stock register that next to the discrepancies mentioned 
within the circle the concerned workman had made fresh 
entries under ‘‘distortions’’ and he had shown this to Sri 
Sood and, when Sri Sood had questioned him as to how 
those entries had been made after the above discrepancies 
had been encircled, he told him that about 15 days after 
6-5-78 when ho went to the niaga7ine with keys at about 
2 p.m. he saw that the coocevjied workman had taken out 
all the stock registers and other registers and was writing 
something although at that time the concerned workman was 
no deputed to work in the magazine but was deputed in 
the office, and when he asked the concerned workman as to 
how he opened the box in which registers etc, were kept 
as the keys were with him, the concerned workman replied 
that he had a diipliratc kev which shows that he had access 
to the register and could, therefore, make fresh entries 
which is dls-honestv on his part, He was cross-examined hy 
the concerned workman but there is nothing in his cross- 
e.xaminafion to callenge him on the aforesaid point. 

10 The concerned workman, Fagoo Mistry, had also 
examined himself and as regards the second charge all that he 
had said in his cxamination-in-chief was that how he could 
have made entries inside the circle later on and why was 
the circle made so big and this hist shows that he had 
already written the ‘distortions’ and Sri Sood was shown 
this way this much he has admitted that the writings 
itppoarfne within the circle as 'distortions’ are in his 
handwriting. In his cross-examination he had admitted that 
after he had handed over the charge of the magazine to 
Sri L, N. Chandra he was assigned duties in the office under 
the Head Clerk but even after the afosesaid encircling of 
the disciepancies he had gone to the ma.gazinc after handing 
over the charge to Sri L, N, Chandra and had taken out 
the records from the box which was loeked as he had a 
dniiHcate key which he still as, and all this he did without 
taking permission of Sri L. N. Chandia and his explanation 
for doing so is that he had by then been issued an ex- 
nlnnation letter and so he had gone there to check up the 
figures from the monthly return naners When he was asked 
If there was any similar entry of ‘distortion’ made by him 
anvwhere else in the register as had been made bv him 
within the circle for the whole year he answeied in the 
negative, and when he was further asked as to what made 
him mention It here only, he replied that he had no nsw'cr 
to this. 

11. On the evidence as discussed above, T accept evidence 
of Sri L. N. Chandra and Sri S. C. Sood (hat there was no 
entry as ‘distortion’ when Sri Sood had encircled the closing 
balances of 6-5-78 in the stock register (Ext. M-IOI on 
8-5-78 and fresh entries of different item as ‘distortion’ were 
subsequently made by the concerned workman inside (he 
circle, 

12. After the concerned workman was dismissed with 
effect from 21-11-1978 by order dated 10-11-1978 of the 
Agent, Jamadoba Group fFxt M D the concerned workman 
had by his petition dated 3-1-79 (Ext. W-1) appealed to the 
Group Grievance Committee consisting of management’s re¬ 
presentatives and the workman’s representatives and from 
the minutes of the meeting of the Gronn Grievance Com¬ 
mittee d,ated 14-4-1979 (Ext. 'W-l) it appears that when 
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bis case was considereU in Ibe meetiiiB Sfi P. N. Keshri, 
tbe Manager oi 6 it 7 Pits Jamatlooa, vvbo hud issued the 
margesncct dated 22/25-7-/8 (,txt. M-IJ aanuist the con¬ 
cerned storkmun, bad bimseit opined in tne said meeting 
that the concerned workman bad mdalgcd only m negtigcnee 
and not in dishonestly or trutid, but no should have luKtn 
permission lor verdication or coireetion ot iccords. On 
Ibe atoresaid basis it has been vehemently argued by Shri 
1. P. ChoLidhury appearing lor ihe workrypn that since 
Sri P. N, Kesri, the Manager of 6 &7 Pus Jamudoba. who 
had issued the ehargcshcct dated 22/25-7-78 fExi. M-lj 
against the concerned workman, was himself gf the opinion 
that the concerned workman had indulged only in m-ghgence 
and not in dishonesty or linud and since it was not the manage- 
n?-'Dt’s ease or evidence iluil the concetned workman had com¬ 
mitted any theft of any explosn cs or detonators or had made 
any unlawful gain, the misconduct mentioned onder clause 
iy(2) of the Standing Orders of the company (Exi, M-5) 
which relates to “theft, fraud or dishonesty in connection 
with the company's business or property" is not at all made 
out. So far negligence on the part bf the concerned work¬ 
man is concerned, the ai'gunient of Sri T. P. Choudhury 
was that it is only "habiTuu] negligence or habitual neglect 
of work” which is a misconduct under clause i9(6) of the 
Stainding Orders of the company (Ext. M-5), and not an 
isolated negligence or neglect of work us alleged by the 
management against the concerned workman regarding he 
having once, without taking permission of Sri L. N. Chandra, 
made some entries regarding certain items of explosives 
and detonators as ‘‘distortion’’ subsequently at the place 
where Sri Sood hud encircled the discrepancies. In this 

cormectiom Sri T. P. Choudhury placed reliance on a 
Supremo Court decision in the case between the Manajje- 
menl of Mongjr Factory of l.T.C. Ltd. and Presiding 
Officer, Labour Court, Patna (Bihar) and other—(1978-79- 
15 .SCU. 54) in which die words ‘habitual negligence or 
neglect of work, which also occw in clause 19(6) of the 
^Standing Orders of the company (Ext. W-5) have been 

'interpreted to mean “habitual negligence or habitual neglect 
of work." In that Supreme Court case it had been submitted 
on behalf of the management that even neglect of work 

simpliciter can be misconduct entailing dismissal of the 

viorkmun as the w'ord ’habitual' merely qualifies the word 
‘negligence’ and not the expression ‘neglect of work’. This 
was, bowever, rejected by the Supreme Court and it was 
held that if it is habitual i.e. if it is repeated seveial times 
then only it is misconduct. Sri T. P. Choudhury also relied 
on another decision of Andhra Pradesh High Court in the 
case between Hendricks Hi Sons ami Industrial Tribunal 
and others (1959(1) LLJ. 235) in which it has been held 
that an employer cannot justify his action on any ground 
other than those contained in the ehargcshcct, otherwise it 
would amount to his being condemned unheard. In that case 
the dismissal for habitual negligence was hold to be unjusti¬ 
fied as the concerned workman was called upon to explain 
only one instance of pcgligcme and charge of habitual negli¬ 
gence was not the subject matter of the domestic enquiry. 
It was further held theioin that the_ normal lule is that if 
the Tribunal comes to the conclusion that Uic order of 
dismisal was not justified, reinstatement would he ordered. 

13. For the aforesaid reasons advanced by Sri T. P. 
Choudhury in course of his arguments in which he is fully 
supported by the aforesaid Supreme Court decision and the 
deciesion of the Andhra Pradesh High Court, with which 
I fully agree, I hold that the management failed to prove 
the misconduct either under clause 19(2) or clause 19(6) of 
the Standing Orders of the company (Ext. W-5) in respect 
of the second charge, and hence that charge also fails. 

14, In the result, the management must be held to have 
failed to prove the misconduct either under clause 19(2) 
and under clause 19(6) of the Standing Orders of the company 
(Ext, W-5) in respect of either of the two charges and that 
being so it seems to be a fit case in which the provisions of 
section 11-A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947. should 
be invoked and accordingly the action of the management 
in dismissing the concerned workman, Fagoo Mist^. 
Magazine Clerk, from service with effect from 21-11-197R 
is held to be not justified and the order of his dismissal is 
set aside and he is directed to be reinstated with effect 
from that date with all back wages and allowances. In the 
circumstances of the case, however, there would be no order 
as to co.st.

AWARD 

By Order No. 1^20012(212)/80-D. 1H(A) dated, the 
31st January, 1981, the Cerstrul Goveinment in the Ministry 
of Labour- has in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (d) 
of sub-section (1) of section 10 of the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947, referred the following dispute to this Tribunal 
ioi adjudication :— 

“Whether the action of the management of Directorate 
Coirinermial of Messrs Bharat Coking Coal Limited, 
At and Post Office Jealgoi.i, Distiict Dhanbad in 
retiring Shri Siirju Barhi witlr effect from tbe 16th 
January, 1979, is justified '? If not. to what relief 
is the said workman entitled ?’ 

2. The written statement on behalf of the concerned 
workman Sarju Barhi, has been filed by Sri B. N. Sharma, 
Joint General Secietary, Janta Mazdoor Siingh, which is the 
sponsoring union. Th? ca.c of the cpnceincd workman is 
that he was employed as carpenter with jffeot form 10-4-1951 
in jculgoia Colliery by the East India Coal CompU'iv Ltd. 
which owned tire colliciy at that time. After natiottalisafion 
of the coal mines his cervices were transferred to the DEto 
torale of Coiumorcial and Material Division of Bharat 
Coking Coal Limited at Jealgora. The management of the 
Diiectorate by letter dated 19-12-78 terminated his services 
with effect from 16-1-79 on the ground that he had attained 
the age of 60 years which is the age of superannuation. The 
correctness of the date of his birth as alleged by the mana¬ 
gement was dispirted and challenged by him as well as by 
the sponsoring union and by letter dated 21-11-79 the Joint 
General Secretary of the Union raised the distiute with the 
Personnel Manager, Commercial and Finance Directorate on 
the ground that by letter No. CPPl 161-166|BT|Cl23 dated 
23/24-4-1979 the Provident Fund Comreiissloiier of Coal 
Mines had already cominunicnted to the management that 
the date of hfs birth was December, t925 and thus he had 
about 6 years of service to hfa credit before retirement. The 
nratter was discussed on teteral occasions hut lastly In the 
mcctina of the union and the management held on 4-12-1979 
the discussion ended in fiiliire, and, finding no other rerrrdy 
available, (he Intervention of the .'kwtt, Labour Comiii|s- 
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sioner (Central). Dhanbad*lll, was sought for conciliation 
but that too ended in submission of failure report leading 
to the present reference. The contention of the coneernd 
workman, therefore, is that the termination of his service 
was wrongful and illflal and he should be reinstated with 
continuity of service and back wages and all legal and mo- 
nelory benefits as if he is in service. 


3. The case of the management, on the other hand, is 
that the concerned workman was working in Jealgora colliery 
Bs a carpenter when it was nationalised under the Coking 
Coal Mines (Nationalisatioiil Act. 1972 with effect from 
1'5-1972 and came under the loanagement of the B.C.C.L. 
He was later transferred with effect from 1-10-75 to the 
Commercial Directorate of B.C.C.L. As per the record of 
the management he attained the age of 60 years, the age of 
suprannuation, on 1-7-78, but since the Jealgora colliery 
had not sent the records in time to the Commetclai Directo¬ 
rate there was some delay in retiring him from service and he 
was actually retired .vith effect from 16-1*1979 by letter 
dated 19-12-1978 of the Administrative Officer, Corflmercial 
Directorate, and he received the letter and actually retired 
and made no protest oi pointed out any discrepancy m regard 
to his age or date of birth before J6T-1979, the date ot his 
retirement, although almost a months clear notice was given 
to him by the aforesaid letter. It was only after relit ement that 
he stated saying that according to records of Coal Aimes 
r’roViOent Luna his date of birth was 1-7-1924 and he could 
serve the management tor some more years. The mauage- 
meui, naviug naa no stbpicion oi this, addressed a fetter 
Oaieu 4-4-t>/y to the ComnitaSioner, Coal tviincs Provident 
Lund, DnauDad. lyr asccuaimug me actual position. In 
reply, the rtssd. Lmance whicer (C), Uttice of the Regional 
Woijjiuusiuuci (cj, worn iviincs Lioviucat Lund unaubad, 
le^jiitu mat me u.a. is lespeci of concerned woisman 
having Account JNUiuoer c/gan^J was not availabio., It 
huwcvei, iionspirca Chat the conceined workman had 
managed to carry out some manipulation by contaedng the 
Coal ivimes Li'oviaeut Lund Urganisaiion, Dhaubud, and bo 
managed to procure another letter No. CPP/lb-l/lhb/BT/ 
C/4d dated 2J/44tn April. 1979 purported to have been 
issued by bn b. D. Lad, Assistant (liommissioner (CJ, Office 
of tne Regional Comuussionei Coal Mines Provident Fund 
(Region C) in reply to tuc same letter dated 4-4-1979 of the 
management stating that his date of birth, having Account 
Number C/2442J, is Decembei, 1925 as per declaration in 
loim A, and a copy of the sai.f letter was prodiKcd by him 
before the management. That letter, however, loes not have 
any despaich/scrial number and its original supposed to have 
beeu tiddressed to the management was never recelvd by the 
management, nor its olfice copy is available i.T the office ot 
the Coal Alines Provident Fund Consmissionei, Dhanbad, 
nor the declaration in Form A is available. Two separate 
replies could not also have been independently sent to the 
same letter dated 4-4-1979 of the management containing 
contradictory information. These facts clearly point to the 
deliberate steps taken by the concerned workman to indulge 
In dis-honesty and commit fraud against the maragement to 
secure an unfair advantage. The management had also offered 
to get the concerned workman examined by the Medical 
Board for assessment of his correct age but he avoided and 
declined to submit himself to the Medical Board. The 
managements contention, therefore, is that the concerned 
workman was rightly retired with effect from 16-1-1979 after 
he attained the age of 60 years on 1-7-1978 as per the re¬ 
cords of the managensent, and the management cannot 
accept the contention of the concerned workman that he 
should be allowed to continue in service taking his date of 
birth as December, 1975. 

4, When the case was taken up for hearing on 17-5-1983. 
Sri B. N, Sharma, Joint Secretary of the sponsoring uoion, 
the Janta Maxdoor Sangh, who had filed the written state¬ 
ment on beha'f of the oncerned workman and was represen¬ 
ting him in this ca'c before the Tribunal however, filed a 
petifon stating that ihe concerned workman, Sarioo Barhi, 
IB no longer interested In .service any more, and, in the clr- 
cumstenee, a no disput" award may be passed in this case, 
and, after filing the aforesaid petition, SH B. N. Sharma 
also withdrew from this case. 


0 . ineieatter, the case was taken up cx-parte and Sri 
K. o. iviuuy, Advocaie, wno was present on benaU oi the 
iiiaiiagcmi,ai, exammeu bri 1. rs. biivastava (mW-IJ and 
uirougu niin also got some documents exmbitpd. bit T. N. 
ar.vasiava (iviW-f) lias deposed mat initially he was appoin¬ 
ted in B.C.C.L. in January, Iy76 ug Dy. Fersounel Manager 
and he was posted in Commercial Directorate of B.C.C.L. 
as Personnel Manager from 1977 to 1979 and at present hei 
IS worxmg as Dy. Chief Pcrsoimel Manager in the Personnel 
Diicciorate, B.C.C.L., Kaimik Bhawan, Dhanbad, He has 
further deposed that he knows the concerned workman, 
baijoo Bahri, who was initially working in Jealgora colliery 
as carpenter in the eistwhile East India Coal Co. Ltd, and 
when Jealgora colliery was nationalised in the year 1972 
with ertect from 1-5-1972 his services were taken over by the 
B.C.C.L. and he was transfened from Jealgora colliery to 
the Commercial Directorate, Jealgora. He has next deposed 
that the age of retirement of B.C.C.L. non-executive employees 
is 60 years. He has proved the relevant entry in Form B 
Register maintained by the East India Coal Co. ITd. which 
was, on nationalisation of Jealgora colJiery, transferred to 
B.C.C.L. and in which the date of birth of the concerned 
workman is recorded as 1-7-1918 and against which entry 
the concerned workmen had also put his thumb impression 
in token of having admitted that date of his birth. Tlic said 
entry in Form B Register appiars at page 53 at SI. No, 
32459 and its photostat cipy hag been marked Ext. M-1, He 
has also proved the service record and the service record 
folder of the concerned vmrkraan which had been transferred 
by the East India (Toal Co. Ltd, to the B.C.C.L, after 
nafionaKsation of Jealgora colliery and the game have b»Mi 
marked as Exts M-2 uud M-3 respectively in both of which 
the date of birth of the concerned workman is noted as 
1-7-1918 and the service record Ext. M-2 has also got his 
photograph pasted at the top. He ha* fuither proved the 
office copy of the rcgisteied letter dated 19-12-1979 issued 
to the concerned workman by Sri S. C. Sinha, Administra¬ 
tive Officer, Commeicial Directorate, retiring him with 
effect from 16-1-1979 idthough he bad attained the age of 
60 years earlier on 1-7-1978 and the said office copy of 
the letter has been maikel as Ext. M-4. He has explained 
that there was some delay in retiring the concerned work¬ 
man after he had attained the age of superannuation as the 
relevant records were not sent to the Ckimmercial Direc¬ 
torate in time from the Area Office where they were origi¬ 
nally kept Os in the beginning he vjas working in the mine. 
According to him, the concerned workman has been correctly 
retired. 

6, The aforesaid exparte oral and documentary evidence 
adduced by the management prove that the date of birth of 
the concerned workman is 1-7-1918 and that he attained the 
age of 60 years, the age of superannuation, on 1-7*1978. It 
is, therefore, held that the management wag justified in re¬ 
tiring him thereafter with effect from 16-1-1979 and ho is not 
entitled to any relief. In the circumstance of the case, how¬ 
ever. there vviU be no order as to cost.

2. Mr. Bhopal Singh Pauchal, the wijrkman, jomed ihe 
service of the Reserve Bank ot India on 5-3-lyDJ as kom/Hoie 
Bxaminer, Grade fl. tie was involved m a Lnmmal case, 
F.l.R. No. 901., dated 7-9-74 under Section 302 IPC, P. S. 
Sarai Rohilla, Delhi and was arrested, lie was placed unuer 
suspension. Ihc Court of Shri B. B, Gupta, Addl. aeseions 
Judge, Delhi convicted hmi on 13-9-76 for culpable homicide 
not amounting to murder punishable under Section 3u4, i-art 
I, I.PC, and sentence him to 8 years regoroua imprison¬ 
ment and committed him to Cen'ral Jail, Tihar. 

3. From Central Jail, Tihat, he wiote on 31-12-76 to the 
Manager, Reserve Bank ot India about his conviction and 
sentence, and also about his having been lodged m Central 
Jail, Tihar. Ho pointed out that he hied an appeal against the 
aforesaid judgement and order of Shri B. B. Gupta. Addl. 
Session Judge in the Honble High Court at Delhi together 
with a bail application. But the Honble Mr. Justice V. D. 
Misra of Delhi High Court on 23-12-76 issued nonce to the 
State for 4th January, 1977 to show cause why the bail be 
not granted to him. The High Coiiit had Winter-vacation from 
25-12-76 to 2-1-77. He pleaded that, under instructions of 
Government of India, Mmistry of Home Affairs, he should 
continue to remain under suspension till the decision of his 
appeal. 

4. On 26th April, 1977, the Manager, Reserve Bank oi 
India, New Delhi, despite admission of Bhopal Singh Panchal’s 
appe^ by the Delhi High Court for heating, dismissed him 
from service under Regulation 46(3) of the Reserve Bank 
of India Staff Regulations, 1948 on the ground that the offence 
of culpable homicide not amounting to murder, for which 
Mr. B, S, Panchal had been sentenced by the Sc8sion.s Judge, 
was one involving ‘moral turpitude’ and the dismissal was to 
take effect forthwith. 

5. Mr, Panchal was acquitted by Hon'ble Mr, Justice 
Vogoshwar Dayal in Criminal Appeal No. 439 of 1976 
d"cided on 21-11-1977. It was observed by the learned Judge 
of the Delhi High Court that he was not satisfied about the 
presence of Smt. Shanti at the spot, who was the prosecution 
witness against him. He further remarked that material things 
in the evidence remained completely unexplained, and this 
supported the defence version of the appellant, Mr, Panchal. and 
he gave Mr. B. S. Panchal (and other appellants) benefit of 
doubt and acquited them. 

6. After his acquittal from the High Court, Mr. Panchal 
sought re-instatement in Bank-service, but the Manager of the 
Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi refused his request on 
16-2-1978. He filed an appeal to the Governor of the Re¬ 
serve Bank against the order of the Manager of New Delhi 
Branch, which was decided by Ihe Deputy Governor on 3rd 
August, 1978. The Deputy Governor rejected the appeal 
holding that there was no ‘honourable acquittal’ and Regu¬ 
lation 46(4) required ’honourable acquittal before he could 


y. uii meriis, it was pleaded that tlie ofience of wlikh 
Mr. 1 anumi nad been conviCLCd involved gioss moial lur- 
piiUQc ana iflc opinion ot me Managei ot me Reseive Bank 
OI lauiti on me poiUi was ptiiecuy jusnhed. Mr. Panchal had 
ngni ot appeal to tne Govcinor, Reset ve Bank ot Inma, but 
nc did not me any appeal against me order ot me Manager 
atsmissing turn trom service, and ihc older ot tne Manager 
DCcame unai. ft is only after his acquittal Dy the Delui tugn 
court mat nc approached me Manager, Reserve Bank ot 
India, New Delhi again tor rcmstiucmeut and, when he was 
refused, he filed an appeal to me Oovcrno.r ot the Reserve 
Bonk of India, but his p.ayer for leinstolcmcnl, as well as his 
appeal, had to be rejected on account ot tUe terms of Re¬ 
gulation 46(4) which permitted lemstatement only if Mr. B. !9, 
ranchal had been 'honourably acquitted', which was not the 
case. 

10. The evidence of the parties has been recorded and 
arguments of the representatives of tiie parties have been 
heard at length. 

11. It is to be noted that ihe Management of the Reserve 
Biink of India dismissed Mr. B. S. Panchal, fiom service 
while bis conviction by the learned Sessions Judge, Delhi was 
under scrutiny in appeal by the Delhi Higli Court. 

12. The technical objection raised is that the dispute referred 
to this Tribunal is not about his reinstatement in service, 
but about the vafidity of his dismissal from service w.e.f. 
28-4-1977. The argument advanced is that the dismissal was 
obviously justified on account of Iiis conviction by the Court 
of Session of an offence involving moral lurpiluao by virtue 
of Rule 46(3) of the Reserve Bank of India Staff Regulation 
1948. 

13. This way of understanding of the di.spiitc referred lo 
this Tribunal is pedantice and rather foolish. The Govern¬ 
ment of India made the reference in 1980, after Mr. B, S. 
Panchal had been acquited by Delhi High Court. They referred 
ihe q^stion to this Tribunal .-is to whether the dismissal of 
Mr. B. S. Panchal w.e.f. 28-4-77 on account of the Manage¬ 
ment-Orders passed after conviction in the Sessions Court 
were justified or not, on the date when the reference w-as made 
in 1980. The question referred is not about the action taken 
in April, 1977, biTt about its ustification and continuance in a 
valid manner in the year 1980, even after the conviction relied 
upon had been upset by the High Court of Delhi on 21-11-1977. 

14. The Industrial Jurisprudence has developed in course 
of time. Earlier contractual relatings governed the filed of 
industrial employment and ‘hire and fire’ was (he rule. It 
is in these situations, when industrial Jurisprudence was in its 
infancy and security of tenure of an employee was tenuous 
that a view was taken by the co.irfs that a person committing 
offence involt'ing moral turplfudc_couId have his services 
terminafed and need not be re-employed on that conviction 
Iv^c set aside bv the anpellafe court. Such was the case in 

Madras Southern Mahratta Railway Co. Ltd. Vs, P, Ranga- 
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rao” reported in A.I.R. 1940 Mad. 269, Later, when this 
view was cited before Fatna High Court in F.A. 167 of 1956 
decided on 31st January, 1962 entitled as ‘•'loppe J. L. Vs. 
Tata Locomotive and Rnfimeenug Co Ltd. ” reported as 
(1962J II LLJ 398 (.Fatnaj, tne Division Bencb of Fatna Hlgn 
Court could not accept tbpt position, and ouserved as under:—. 

“If the plaintiff had committed any offence involving 
moral turpitude, independent of and unconnected 
with his duties, and if on his conviction for that 
offence by the trial court, he was dismissed, and 
if thereafter his conviction was set as'de by the 
appellate court, the dismissal may be said to be wrone- 
ful and unjustifiable. The reason is obvious. In such 
case, the defendant-company had not material before 
it to support the dismissal and the delinauent servant 
could not be said to have been afforded opportunities 
to explain hh conduct." 

15. In “R. S. Dass Vs, Divisional Supdt. Allahabad" reported 
in A.I.P. I960 All. 538, the Allahabad High Court ruled that 
the words "led to conviction” mean not merely a conviction 
in the trial court, but mean a convicuon that is maintained 
ultimately, and which, as a consequence of appeal, has not 
ended in his acquittal. It was held that the dismissal orders 
against certain Railway employees were passed when appeals 
against their convictions under the Penal Code by the trial 
court M'crc already pendmg bclore the appellate court, wbicu 
uLuDately allowed them, dio case ot tne employees was not 
covered by Article 3TI(2j proviso. Clause faj. This iingic- 
fiench ruling was upheld by the Division Bepeh of the same 
High Court in the case reported as A.I.R, 1961 All. 336. 
The Madras High Court m “Union of India Vs. Akbar 
fvherifi” (reported as A.I.R, 1961 Madias 486J, obscivcd that 
ihe immumiy oi a civu servant from dismissal etc. without 
compliances with the piovisiuus oi Aiiicte flf(2j is laKen 
away under proviso (aj to Aiucio 311i,2j oniy lu a vase wnero 
the dismissal or lemoval from service vvas based upon me 
ground ot conduct which lesulted m the conviction on a 
criminal charge. Once the conviction was set aside or quashed, 
the dismissal order must fall to me ground. An acquittal of a 
person of a crumnal charge by a higher court selling aside 
the conviction passed by a subordinate or an interior court 
was tantamount to the person not having been convicted at 
all. The settmg aside ot a wrong order of a court rcsuiis m 
the position as if such order was never in exisleiice, though 
as a fact the order was passed and lusted till it was sot aside. 

16. It may be mentioned that the Government of India 
has issued revised insiructions, in accordance with the Consti¬ 
tutional principles and judicial decisions in manors concernmg 
departmental action based on the decision of a criminal 
court. The relevant circular is "Government of India. Mi¬ 
nistry of Homo Affairs O. M. No. F. 43/57/64-AVD<III), 
dated 29th November, 1966 as ameuded by G.I., G.S. (De¬ 
partment of Personnel) O.M. No. 37Z/3/74-AVD III, dated 
the 19th iieptember, 1975, which, inter alia, provides as 
under;— 

"3. (a) If an appeal/revision in higher Court/higher 
that the first Court of Appeal, against conviction, 
succeeds and the Government servant is acquitted, 
the order imposing a penalty on him on the basis of 
conviction, which no longer stands, becomes liable 
to be set aside. 

A copy of the judgement of the higher court should, 
therefore, be immediately precured and examined 
with a view to decide— 

(i) whether the acquittal should be challenged in a 
still higher court; or 

(li) whether, despite the acquittal, the facts and cir¬ 
cumstances of the case are such as to call for 
a departmental enquiry against the Government 
servant on the basis of the allegations on which 
be was previously convicted. 

(b) If it is decided to take the matter to a sdH higher 

court, action to institute proper proceedings should 
be t^en with the least possible delay and the 
penalty imposed shall not be set aside during the 
pendency of such proceedings. 

(c) If, on the other hand, it is decided that a depart¬ 

mental inquiry may be held, a formal order should 
be made— 


(i) setting aside the order impresiug the penalty on 

the basis of the conviclion; and 

(ii) ordering such depaitmcntaj enquiry," 

17. ft will be apparent that Goveruuicut of India considers 
tnut, wneu a convicuou is sei aside oy a liigner couri. no 
action can bo lajcen oi luuinuunetl on Uie basis of conviction 
oy me lower court, but discipimary action may or may no. 
oe taaen mdependentty, by means ot a departmcnlnl inquiry 
depending upon me circumstaccs of the case. 

18. Ifie woikman has challenged Iho vires and propriety of 
Regulation 4ot4). wmen insists on ‘honouiabJe acquittal 
berore icmsiatement. Mr. rl. j,. Kumai, Advocate and In- 
ausiiial-Munagcmcni-Cousuitant at Delhi, in his book "Labour 
Management, Misconducts, charge-sheets and Lnquirics,” II 
Ldiuon. at page 114, sets out tne present legal position as 
under;— 

"However, a distinction between the acts committed 
by tile employee in connection with his employment 
and the acts not connected with his empjoymem 
should necessarily bo made. If a person commits any 
offence mvofvmg moral lurpitLide unconnected with 
hts duties and on his conviction ne is dismissed 
without holdmg any depariinental enquiry and if 
his conviction is set aside in appeal iheq his dismissal 
would become wrogful. Xu case of conviction lor an 
act of the employee connected with his employment, 
apart from conviction by cria.'inal court, the employer 
may hold a domestic enquiry and punish the delin¬ 
quent employee foi the misconduct aftei finding him 
guilty. In such a case, dismissal can be maintained in¬ 
dependently of the result of the criminal proceedings, 
if any, and the eventual conviction or acquittal of 
the employee by the court would noi affect the ord^r 
of dismissal. However, if a person commits any offence 
involving moral iinpitude unconnected with his 
duties and on his conviction he is dismissed with¬ 
holding any departmental enquiry then in ease his 
conviction is sej aside in appeal, he shalJ be entitled 
to reinstatement and back wages, The reason is that 
the correcless or otherwise of conviction cannot be 
^onc into cither in the domestic enquiry or in the 
industrial adjudica'ion. (Doomur Dullung Tea Estate 
Vs. The Workmen, C.A .No. 516 of 1966. decided 
by Supreme Court on 26-10-1967).’’ 

19. In view of the foregoing reasons, Kcgtilatron 46(4) 
aforesaid is clearly invalid and impropei, and militates against 
industrial jurisprudence developed and applied by the comis 
of this country since independence. That Regulation is 
ignored. 

20. In fact, the Deputy Governor of Reserve Bank of 
India ought to have taken steps for getting Regulation 46(4) 
deleted, and not tried to rely upon the literal meaning of 
that sub-regulation. His atthude was hard-hearted and was 
unmfoimed by the developments in industrial and and service- 
jurisprudence in this country. The atiitiide of the Manage¬ 
ment of the Reserve Bank of India recalls that of heartless 
shylock in William Shakespeare’s play Merchant of Venice 
and the action of the Management of the Reserve Bank of 
India in canvassing the correctness of the dismissal of Mr. 
B. S. Panchal before this Tribunal is deprecated. 

21. Accordingly, the order of the Manager of the Reserve 
Bank of India dismising B. S, Panchal ttom service w.e.f, 
28-4-77 is quashed, and he is ordered to be reinstated in 
service with full back wages and continuity of service on the 
footing that he was never dismissed from service, Mr. B, S. 
Panchal shall also be paid not only his dues on the basis 
of his continuance in service throughout, but also assessed- 
costs m the amount of Rs. 1000 by the Reserve Bank of 
India. Award is made accordingly,

The Management of Indian Overseas Bank, Regional Office, 
Calcutta and their workmen lepresented by All India (5ver- 
seas Bank Employees’ Union referred the following dispute 
to my arbitration undoi- Section lOA of the Industrial Dis¬ 
putes Act, 1947 vide their Agreement dated ifth Match. 
1981, which was published in the Gazette of India, Part-II 
Section 3(iii) dated 7th November, 1981 at page .3623, a.s 
Notification No, S.O. 3078 dated 3rd October, 1981 (L- 
12012|106l81-D.n(A). 

"Whether the demand of the workmen of Indian Over¬ 
seas Bank, Calcutta represented by API India Over¬ 
seas Bank Employees’ Union for payment of four 
hours overtime to the following members of the 
Union for the month of January, 1981 is justified 
If so, to what relief the workmen are entitled 7" 

1. Shri P. K. Ganguly. Clerk 2. Shri Chanchal Saha, 
Clerk 3. Shri U, K. Gupta Clerk 4. Shri Sivnaiayan 
Mondal, Clerk 5, Shri B. N. Barman, Clerk 6, Shri 
S. K. Ghosal, Clerk 7 Miss. Kalpana Saha, Clerk. 

2, Parties were called upon to submit their written state¬ 
ments. Thereafter the parties were heard on 17-3-82 at 
Calcutta, on 14-5-82 at Hyderabad, on 26th an.J 27th August. 
1982 at Madras and on 9-12-82 at Vishakhapatnam. At their 
request, the parties were given time to submit written argu¬ 
ments also. The parties by Agreement extended the time 
limit for giving the Award from time to lime and finalfy upfo 
31-5-83. The Unioniworkmen examined Shri S. L, Lakhotia 
and Shri P. K. Ganguly and the Management of the Bank 
examined SlShri D. K. Nath, S. K. Poddar, P. Chandran 
and A. Srinivasachari, Both the sides produced various 
documents but the following documents which the Union 
wanted the Management to produce could not he produce 1 
as they were stated to be not available ; 

(1) Shii Rayan’s report (2) Overtime silos for 79-80 (3) 
Overtime statements for the years 1979-1980 and 1981 f41 
overtime registere for 1979. 1980 and 1981 (5) 

Statement showing number and lots of outward and inward 
clearing cheques in each day in 1980 and^Tanuary and 
February, 1981 (6) Outward and inward clearing registers 
of 1980 and January and February 1981, However, both 
the parties had adeouate opportimitie«i to cro'S-examine the 
witnesses and also advance oral as well as written arguments 
in support of their cases. 


3. The dispute is for payment of 4 hours’ overtime wages 
to 7 clerks employed in Central Clearance Office (OCO) of 
the Bank of Calcutta for the month of January, 1981. The 
Unioniworkmen claimed the overtime wages for 4 hours on 
the following grounds;— 

(i) The Union is the only recognised union for the woilc- 
Inen in the In.lian Overseas Bank but their members were 
alleged to have been harassed by the members of the Indian 
Overseas Bank Employees’ Union, West Bengal (Rival Union) 
and the said union members manhandled their office bearers 
and active members of recognised union during the month 
of December, 1980. This seems to have led the members of 
the recognised union going to the residence of the President 
of Rival Union presiimnblv for reouesting hfan to atop haras¬ 
sing their members. This provoked the members of the 
Rival Union who held demonstrations in Calcutta branches 
of the Bank inchidine Revional Office from 20-12-80 to 
31-12-80. demandinn the Bank Management to susnend 6 
members of the recofmised union, who went to the house of 
President as stated above. It is alleged by the recoanised 
union that no wap'es were deducted on 29th and 31st 
December. 1980 fhoueh the membem of the Rival Union 
dlu not TOnrV eCter cleninv rit*endoTiee register to iomt a de¬ 
monstration. Ao th- Monaoement flirt not tnsnend memberq 
of recoPTiis»d union the membcT-s of the Pinal TTnIon adontod 
po-dow tartjVq wo-k to rnte and non-ro-oneratlon which 
worV Ol'crti'rne from 1-1-g1 to Q-I.SI Tbiq 
resulted in accnmnilatlon of work in the GTO an t the mew. 
herq rif the ree,ofmtq-d union had to work overtime at the 
heheqt of aceonntanf to dear the work and their daim is 
that the overtime wmrV for 2 hoiwq np U1-K1 nnd 6 hours 
on 3-LRl had to he reimbursed fil) The memhens of the 
recoanised union worked for 16 hours overtime whereas the 
memhens of the Rival Union worked only for 8 hours during 
the month of January, 1981. Members of both unions 
worked for 2 hours each on I0-I-8I, 17-1-81. 24-1-81 and 
31-1-81. The dispute arose when the members of the Rival 
Union got 6 homrt!* overtime wages paid for work (Th 2 houre 
on 13-1-81, 14-1-81 and 15-1-8] which according to the 
recognised union no overtime work was performed, and it 
was to compensate for 6 hours’ overtime which they lost by 
not working on 1-1-81, 2-1-81 and 3-1-81. The members of 
the recognised union, atso, claimed to have got payment of 
overtime wages for 2 hours on 14-1-81 only and they did 
not get 4 hours’ overtime for 13-1-81 and 15-1-81 on par 
with the members of the rival union. This led to the present 
dispute. 

(Ill) The workmcnlunion is aggrieved that the members of 
the rival union who did not do any effective work in 
December, 1980 were paid full salary. 

4. The above grounds arc contested by the Employer 
stating that according to their records, whoever worked over- 
tune on 13-1-81, 14-1-81 and 15-1-81, were paid overtime 
wages, and the statement of the claimant union that this 
overime was against the overtime for 1st, 2nd and 3rd January, 
1981 was not correct. They took further stand that over¬ 
time wages were payable only for actual ovortime work done 
and not on the basis of any arrangements or contract. 'They 
also stressed that overtime wageg claimed in this dispute can 
not be considered legal and hence the Arbitraor should re¬ 
ject the claim. 

. 5. It is clear from the evidence of Shri S. L. Lakhotia, who 
Ls also Vice-President of the All India Overseas Bank Em¬ 
ployees’ Union that the recognised union which has only 105 
members out of total number of 700 Award Staff in the 
branches of Bank in the City of Calcutta, is facing lot of 
problems arising out of Inter-uniou rivulary. Shri Lakhotia 
Pave instances of man-handling of Shri S. K. Kapuria, mem¬ 
ber of his union, transfer of Mre. Chifra Paul, another 
member favouring of Machuwa bazar shoioffs, in order to 
create a post of Assistant Cashier etc. to favour the rivi 
union. He, also, stated that the management did not cut 
wages for strike indulged in by the members of Rival Union. 
He, also, stated that the Rival Union, though not recog¬ 
nised, has been provide.! with an office within the T.E.P. 
branch nreraisea and the bank has paid Rs. 90000 (nlnet” 
thousand) as tefephone charge,s and no telephone or trunk 
call register is maintained in the union office. Further no 
wages were fieducted for strike bv members of the Rival 
Union on 29th. 30th and 31sl December, 1980 after signing 
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the attendsBcc rcgi.ster. Hiese Instances were not denied by 
the management. Hence, it may be passible that due to pres¬ 
sures from the Rival Union, Management of the Bank may 
not bo in a position to give equal treatment to members df 
both the unions. 

6. Coming to the work of Centra] Clearing Office, if is 
found that the work, there is compaiable to a sort of as¬ 
sembly line work, in which aTI the members of the staff 
will have to work with co-ordination anid within specified 
time limits. It is. also, admitted that general outward clear¬ 
ing for Monday was being conducted on Saturday, The 
cheques which are received on Saturday are sent by first 
clearing on Monday. For next day’s first cletirlng, outwand 
clearing shouVd be prepared on previous day. It is clear 
from the evidence of Shri S. Poddar ajid circular issued bv 
him (exhibit 'D’) that outward clearing cheques to CCO 
weio beinfi received upto 1.3(1 P.M. on Saturdays. Naturally, 
this involved work of overtime as the cheques had to be 
prepared for Monday’s first clearing. Tt is, also, adnritfed 
that there was an accumulation of work ns the result of 
agitation in December '80 and January ’81. Shri P, Cdian- 
dran states in his evidence that the members of the recog¬ 
nised union worked more number of hours as overtime on 
1st, 2nd and 3id January as the Bank did not participate in 
correct records. It is seen during the months of December, 
1980 was Bank’s annual closing day and rival union mem¬ 
bers dkd not work on the 3 days. Shri D. K. Nath states 
in his evidence that he had no practice of issuing overtime 
slips until May, 1980 during the period he worked as Manager 
of CCO. He ndmittol that all staff members of CCO have 
to work beyond 2 P.M. on Saturdays to clear outward clcar- 
Ine chcauos to prepare them for first clearing on Monday. 
The nature of work in the CCO is explained by Shri P. K. 
Ganguly and the witnesses of the Manarement. From the 
nature of work, it is evident that if work Is performed in¬ 
cluding overtime work, all persons would be Involved and 
it can not be that few people work overtime and few peonle 
do not It is. also, seen from the record of overtime wages 
that whosoever was present was being paid overtime wages 
on a particular day. 

7. It is clear from the evidences and implications of the 
statements that the overtime work done on Saturdays by the 
staff was being adiusted during week davs. The local Manage¬ 
ment of the Bank in order to satisfy the workmen and get 
work out of them colluided with the woricmcn. helped them 
to get more overtime wages resulting in maintenance of in¬ 
correct records. It is seen during the months of December, 
1980 and Januarv and February. 1991 that the overtime 
register does not follow the chronological order. The overtime 
fnrm/-d dur-mg fhe month of January is being paid even in 
March. 1981 and separate sheets are shown for recovn'sed 
and un-recognised union menibers. This clearly shows that 
there was sorne conflict between the unions and fhe Bank 
got involved In the same, Hence, it can not he ruled out 
thas the Accountant of (be Bank was pressurised to nav over¬ 
time wages by the Rival Union for some period, when tbev did 
not perform overtime work actnallv and to purchase peace, 
the Accountant suceumbed. This is evident from the nragranh 
17 of the written statement of the Bank filed on 15th Febniarv 
1983 and nragranh 17 of the written statement of the Bank 
filed on Ififh March, 1982 where the Bank. Indirectly, admits 
that there might have been arrancements made bv the Accoun¬ 
tant lo pay contractual overtime, AfteraTI, the Accountant 
of the Bank can not commit the Bank Management to any 
financial commitment unless he has some authority, express 
or implied. TTie action of the Accountant was primarily in 
the interest of the Bank in that the work in the CC. shopTd 
be carrteJ on wlfboirt anv hindrance and smoofhiv so that 
the great financial loss ffiTf would occur to the Rank bv (be 
stoppage or slow-down of work could be avoided. At this 
late stage the Bank Management can not sav fhot anv arrange¬ 
ment nxid- bv local management or their Accountant is not 
binding nnoii them The problem arose when the Acconnt- 
tant paid contractual overtime to the members on (be Rival 
Union for 3 da^s at the rate of 2 hours ner dav and agreed 
(o pav only for one dav for (he recognised union members 
for 2 boni'! ,skimrbow the Accountant or the Bank ^Jarrage- 
ment thought it fit to brush aside (be requests of the recogni¬ 
sed union, perhaps they were afraid of (he reaction of the 
Rival Union, tvhich was more powerful in the city of Calcutta. 


8. The Bank has totally denied the existence of contra¬ 
ctual overtime. But from the evidence of their own witnesses, 
it is clear that contractual overtime was in existence in 
Bank’s branches in west Bengal, specially in the city of 
Calcutta.. I am glad to learn to that such contractual overtime 
has been totally stopped at present. The record of over¬ 
time wages and enicriirg of the days and hours of over¬ 
time work carried on by the staff merribers in the registers 
has not been very satisfactory. The overtime register brought 
before me is defective, in (hat most of the columns arc not 
properly entered and it does not contain the signatures of 
the Accountant and the details required in the column® 
provided. It is, also, not maintained under any statute. Thus, 
the overtime record docs not reveal the real stale of affairs 
in the Bank. It may, also be stated that payment of con¬ 
tractual' overllmc or overime wages a.® an incentive for 
completion of the quantum of work is very common in 
most of the Banka and establishments. The payment of waKs 
or remuneration or overtime wages or incentives to the 
workmen is a matter of contract between the Management 
and the workmen. There is nothing illegal about the arrange¬ 
ments. Neither the claiming of overtime w'ages or any 
money or monetary benefits by the workmen nor the pay¬ 
ment by the Management of such wages incentive money or 
benefits can be termed illegal. There is no law prohibiting 
such arrangements. Even if there is a settlement stipulating 
the methods, terms and conditions for payment of overtime 
wages anv paym.'nt beyond its terms can not be stated to be 
illegal. There can be arrangements for nayment of con¬ 
tractual overtime, it is for Management and workmen (Uni¬ 
ons) to get rid of such payments by understanding and 
agreements. 

9. It is difficult to understand as to why the Management 
failled to prtrduce the records and documents as requested 
to by the Union, It is admitted that there was some enquiry 
made by Shri S, A. Ravan, Management Regioirnl Office re¬ 
garding overtime working in CCO but fhe Management chose 
not to produce the renort submitted bv Shri Ravan which 
ner-baps would have thrown licht on some of the issues. 
The other records such as statements showing number and 
lots of outwaW and inward clearing cheques in 1980 and 
Januarv and February,1981 and the registers would have aEo 
been helpful. 

10. After appreciating the evidence and considering vari¬ 
ous arguments, I have come to conclusion that the Manage¬ 
ment of the Bank has been pressurised bv the Rival Union 
to pay overtime wages to the tune of 6 hours whereas the 
members of the recognised union have been discriminated 
in that they have been paid only for 2 hours. This resuBcd 
in a serious agitation carried on bv the recogniseJ union 
which would have engulfed all the branches of the Bank 
in the country but for the ogreement between the Manag- 
ment and the iin’on For referinv this narticuilar dispute 
to arbitration. I do not find anv valid reason as to why the 
Bank should not treat the members o*’ both the unions at 
par. In fact, the members of the recognised union can claim 
for better fratment at the hands of the Management It is 
exiiected that the Manaoement should at least be impartial and 
see that their local officers do not lean towar-ts one or the 
other union, thus adding to inter-unfon rivalrv. Better per¬ 
sonnel Management would have enabled the Bank to avoid 
such disputes, 

11. In view of the above, I hereby direct the employer, 
the Management of the India overseas Bank to pay 4 hours’ 
overtime wages to 7 clerks listed in the reference and if the 
amount has already been paid as advance, it shall not be 
recovered.

5. By the first preliminary objection the management has 
challenged the locus standi of the INHeC to reprtfent ihe 
concerned workman. In Deepak Industries Ltd, v. Siaic of 
West Bengal 1975 Lab IC 1531 it was held that whan the 
authority of the union to represent the workman is chal¬ 
lenged by the employer then onus L on tho union to prove 
rt by production of material evidence. In thjs case the 
INBEC was given sufficient time to produce evidence (vide 
Ordersheet of this Tribunal dated 15th December 1981. 25th 
January, 1983 and 2Ist AprI 1983), On 4th' December, 
1992 the union said that they are not in a position to file 
the document and they will not file them. Sii Bhattacharya, 
the then Presiding Otficer of this Tribunal by h’s order 
dated 15th Etecember 1981 liad directed Sri D. P. Roy to 
file the documents, Sri Roy then submitted that he had 
collected some documents but others had not been collected, 
though they were in existence. On 25th January, 1983 Sri 
Roy took time to produce the necessary documents.

AWARD 

Bv Order No. L-32011/5/79-D.IV(A) dated 2nd November 
1979 the Government of India. Ministry of Labour referred 
the following dispute to this Tribunal for adjudication : 

“Whether the demand of the Berthing Masters and Assis¬ 
tant Dock Masters of Calcutta Port Trust for allow¬ 
ing them time lor mealslliifin and for changing 
clothes and for washing in between (heir shift hours 
is justified ? If so, to whai relief arc these workmen 
entitled ?” 


The Central Government. Ministry of Labour, on 2nd 
December. 1981 vide Order No.L-12012|133l81-D.II A 
made the reference of the following dispute to this Tribunal 
for adjudication:— 

“Whether the action of the management of Union 
Bank of India is not absorbing Shri Uma Shankcv 
on the post of sub-staff and terminating his services 
from 19-7-1980 (A.N.) is justified ? Tf not. to 
what relief is the workmen concerned entitled ?'' 

2. Notices were issued to the Management of Union Bunk 
of India and Assistant General Secretary, U.P, Bank Emplo>- 
ees’ Union, 3611. Kailash Mandir, Kanpur, U.P. Mr. Atiil 
Gupta apoeared for the Management, and Mr. R. K. Pnndc/ 
for the Wo-’kmon on 17-2-83. The Statement of Claim was 
to be filed on 18-3-1983. But none appeared on that day 
and no Statement of Claim was filed. On 18-3-1983 a letter 
was received that the applicant could not file the Statement 
of Claim and therefoic, a fortnight date may he given for 
filing the claim-statement and if possible, tlic dale mav be 
fixed for 23rc1 April. 1983. The case was adiomned to 22nd 
April, 1U83. Rut on that day, none appeared for the work¬ 
man and notice was issued to the workman for today. .Again, 
today, none hiis npneared for him. 

3. It anpeais that the workman has lost' interest in the 
fircsem matter and docs no' waul to persu; the matter fui- 
fher and n ‘No Dispute Aw.trd’ is made in the instant cave. 


2. The management has examined one witness and has filed 
four documents, Exts M-l to Mi4. The Union has not exa¬ 
mined any witness. They have filed only one document Ext 
W-1 

3. In my opinion, the said demand is not iustificcl. In 

order to appreciate the point in issue it is extremely essential 
to keep in,mind the nature of marine work. Calcutta Port 
is admittedly situated on a tidal river. River Hooghly, Its 
marine work is mainlv operational and It is closely connected 
with tides and as such its work is intermittent in nature. The 
work is carried out in accodrnnee with the whether conditions 
so as to ensure that the vcs.scls Jo not miss the tide. The 
iurisdiction of the Calcutta Port extends from the docks to 

Sand-heads in the south at a distance of 126 miles and in 

the north to the junction of the river Jalangi and Bhagirathi 
at a distance of about 80 miles from the docks, The river 
Pilots bring the shins onto P.incboara. Garden Reach a 
distance of about 120 miles from .SandheaJs Harbour Pilots 
t-dke over from rivei Pilots .ind bring the shins uplo river 
moQiings/Jclics or inside the Lock at Nctaii Snhhus Dock 
»nd -Kiddernore Dock, Shins arc taken froni the l.ock to the 
Dock Berths and vice versa iiiidor uuidance from the 
Berthing Mus'ers; all internal movements from one Berth to 

another or to the Dry Docks and from Drv Docks to Berth 

_ arc carried out under guidance from the Berthin'’ Afssters 
Executing for the oueralions of the nnssiug the shins through 
the Swing Afflscule Bridge cutting, onlv one Bcrthin” Master 
’s on (he shin dtiring transnorlaiinii from the Lock to tlie 
Dock Berths and the vice versa. The Berthing Masters advise 
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ihe Captain of the Ship about the opeiuiion to be cairicd'-on 
in transporting the ships from the Lock to the Dock Berths 
and vice versa. The Berthing Masters are not rccpjircd to 
handle the Engine or other gears dtuing the transportation 
of the ships, which arc carried on by the ofllcials of the 
ship. The Berthing Masters provide shore guidance through 
Lock and Bridge cuttings but they are not required to vvaip 
the vessels by their own hands; the Berthing Masters aie 
occasionally required to supervise the work oL crew on jolly 
bots, tugs etc, The Assistant Dock Masters also provide shore 
guidance and they are not required to handle the Engine oi 
other gears. The Assistant Dock Mastres are not required to 
board tile vessel. They are occasioniilly required to supervise 
the work of the Berthing Masters, They are employed in 8 
Iiour shift. The first shift is from 5 a.m. to 1 p.m., the noon 
shift is from 1 p.m. to 9 p.m. and the night shift is from 
9 p.m. to 5 a.m. 

4. As deposed by MW-1, (Aselho ihc Dock Mastei, 
there are at present 29 berthing masters and 8 Assistant 
Dock Masters. Four berthing masters and one Assistant Dock 
Master work in each shift on each dock. There are two docks, 
the Kidderpore dock and the Nttaji Subhas dock. The total 
number of berthing masters for each shi/i at both Ihc docks 
is thus 8 and that of the Assi.slnnt Dock Mtistcrs is tno 
Ext M-1 is the Schedule of dock mosenients nhich is dranii 
up every day. The list is prepared by Ihe Depuly Dock 
Master M-l A Coelho the Dock Master has fully explained 
Ihe schedule (Ext M-l) of the dock movements and the nature 
of marine work. He says : 

“It indicates the programme for the shipmovcmcnt in 
the docks and the ship arrivals and departures into 
and out of the docks. It also gives the time when the 
Boats arc taken into and out of the docks and also 
the time for the lug whiah is used for turning ibe 
ships in berth. It also indicates other information 
like draft, time of hauling out and pilot boarding 
time. All ships require the pre.sence of one or two 
berthing masters as required, Ihc passage of the 
boats do not require the presence of berthing master. 
The tug is usually stationed in the river and does 
not require the berthing master for its movement 
For the particular day ilicre are three port taisi 
crafts scheduled for movement, These may not ic- 
quirc the presence of berthing master on board but 
there will be a berthing master on the shore to supci- 
vise their movement. These normally are the Jobs but 
there could he some additions and cancellations. It 
is occasional. In the list exhibited there are fom 
scheduled arrivals, fhesc arrivals arc based on the 
assumption that the shins are required in Calcutta 
but it is possible that for a number of reasons some 
of them may not arrive. That will naturally reduie 
the jok This is dock movement list for the follow¬ 
ing dates ; 2nd January, 3rd January, 4lh Jany.. 5lh 
6 th. 7th, 8th, 9th, 10th. I2ih. 14th, 19th; 21st, 
23rd and 24th January, 1983, For 5. 1.83 we had 
three scheduled movements, one commencing ni 
0,700 hours, the 2nd at 0.800 hrs and the third at 
08.30 hrs. We also had a ship scheduled for 11.30 
hrs shifting berth and for the same dock i.e. Kidder- 
porc dock three ships were scheduled to arrive. At 

N. S. dock we had one ship leaving the dock at 
4 0‘clock, one ship sliifliiig berths at 0.630 hrs and 
13.30 hrs and one scheduled at rival. At N-S. Dock 
the first job of the day scheduled at 0.400 hrs. The 
berthing master would report on hoard at about 03.45 
hrs and he will commence his work as soon as he is 
ready. The .ship would be hauled out from its berth 
and taken to the lock. Whilst the ship is entering the 
lock the Astt. Dock Master would take charge and 
bring the ship into 'he lock. The normal time allowed 
for such a movement is about one and half hours. 
The next ship was scheduled to arrive from the 
river. She would have utrived in the lock at about 

O. 7 hrs where the Assistant Dock the 

berthing master would be in attendandaTHpihe was 
in the dock. The Asstt. dock master anaone beith- 
ing_ master who would board the ship would then 
assist the ship out of the lock and the berthinn 
master would then lake the ship io its berth. The 
whole operation i.e. from the time the ship comes 
to the approach Jetty and she gets to its berth would 
be about two and half to three hours. This includes 
waiting time in the lock when the lock level has to 


be adjusted to the dock Ictel. Ihc next ship was 
scheduled for shiftmg from one berth to anothci 
inside the dock. The Berthing master would boaid 
approximately at about 1.15 p.m. and the ]ob would 
Pc completed m about one and half hours, T he 
last ship tor that day was a ship scheduled to arrive. 

I he arrival time for that ship would be approxima¬ 
tely about 4 p.m. when she would be aticndcd lo 
by an Assistant Dock master and two berthing 
masters who would take her into the lock after she 
is locked in, one berthing masj^r would board the 
ship, she would then be assisted our of the lock 
by an Assistant dock master and the berthing 
master (shore) and aficr she has cleared 
the lock she would be taken by a berthing 
master who is on board ihe ship to its berth The 
whole operation would in noimal circumstances take 
about two and half hours including waiting time in 
the lock. These are schedule movement for the day. 
3-1-83 for all three shifts. The total number of 
berthing master for all these jobs would normally 
be 12 berthing masters and thicc Asstt. Dock masters 
uccoiding to the schedule. This number ol berthing 
masters could however be depleted on account of 
sickness, etc. We take 8ih/9th January 1983—this 
will cover the period from 6 P.M. of 8th to 6 P.M. 
of 9th, At Kidderpore during this period theic wcie 
three movements, one dep.artmc fioni dock to Gul¬ 
den reach which would have taken in the normal 
course two and half hours, two shifting which would 
lake for the first shift about one and half noiirs, for 
the 2nd shift about one hour. This would be duiing 
the night of 8th. There were two scheduled arrivals 
and if they arrived they would have arrived off the 
dock at appioximately noon. The appioximate time 
for berthing both the ships from the time they came 
off the approach jetty to their berth in the dock 
would be about three hours under normal circumstan¬ 
ces. At N. S. dock there was one dejiarture on the 
night of the 8lh where about two hours time would 
have Jieeit taken, one shifting where one and halt 
hours time would have taken and on the 9th after¬ 
noon there was one shifting which could have taken 
about one and half hour. There could be some 
absentees on account of sickness etc,, but these are 
the Job for 24 berthing masters on Ihe schedule shift 
but the number could be le.ss; Asstt. dock masters 
would be six. On 5-1-83—if we take the 24 hours 
period i.e. 5lh/6tb January we have the scheduled 
nine job requiring the presence of Berthing masters 
at Kidderpore. During the same period w'c had seven 
jobs requiring the presence of Berthing jmasleis at 
N S Dock. On the next 24 hours period \vc had at 
Kidderpore 15 Job and nill ut NSD. For the next 
24 hours we had 11 at Kidderpore and six at N. S, 
Dock. For the next 24 hours we had 5 scheduled 
movements at Kidderpore and three at N. S. dock. 
We took some statistics of January and shiftwise for 
January 1983 the day shift came lo 2.7, the afternoon 
came to 3.2 and tnc night shift came to 1,6 at 
Kidderpore dock. During the same period at N, S, 
dock it was 1,5 for the morning shift, 1,6 for the 
afternoon shift and .6 for the night shift. These wcie 
only actual ship movement. The average came to 
11.2 at both the docks. There could be periods in 
between jobs when the Berlhiiij; master is not le- 
qiiired to be on any ship duly. During that period 
they are normally resting in their test room. If 
there is no ship movement during the shift they 
will be noramlly i csting in the rest room. The arrivals 
and departures of ships into and out of the docks 
arc determined by the tides for the particular day. 
These tides are predicted in advance and cublishcd 
as tide tables for the Hooghly river, it is Ext M-7, 
For the 5th January 1979 ships would normally 
arrive at 0.730 hrs for the 6th about the same time, 
on the 7th about S O'clock on the 8th about the 
10 O'clock, on 9th 11 O'clock, on lOth about noon, 
on 11th about 1 p.m, on 12th about 1.30 p.m., on 
the 13th about 2 n.m. on the 14th aboiu 3 p.m, on 
Ihe 15th about 15.30 p.m. and on the 16th about 
16 p.ni. There is also a night tide water every dav, 
it is on these timings that the outward ships which 
are deen normally sail. The night high waters for 
the particular day are 1900, 6lh 2000, 71h 31.30 8th 
22.45, 9th 23.45, 11th half past midnight, 12th about 
1 O'clock, on 13th 1.45, on 14tl" about 2.5, 15lh 
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about 2.45 and 16th ,about 3,15, The arrivals will 
be de.crmlned by the time of the day high water. 
Apart from this period the inlra dock shitting aio 
programmed so as not to cause any delay to the 
tierlhing of the inward vessel. Similarly the depar¬ 
tures, our programme according to the tides and they 
take precedence over other movements. This prog¬ 
ramme which is drawn up can be ascertained by the 
Officers concerned and they are provided with tele¬ 
phone reimbursement for the purpose. The offices in 
the normal course do normally ascertain the prog¬ 
ramme of scheduled ship movement before they come 
on watch if they so desire. At the commencement of 
the shift they know the full programme of the ships 
movement for the shift. Because of the tidal char¬ 
acteristics of the river ship movements arc cairied out 
according to the tide.” 

In cross examination he said that presence of a berthing 
master is necessary when a vessel is coming from Approach 
Jetty to a lock and he is also required when a vessel is en¬ 
tering in N, S. dock from the lock. He has further said that 
(he berthing master will be on duty for 8 hours at a stretch 
but not continuously. The cross-examination by the Union i.s 
mainly directed towards the fact us to for how many actual 
hours a particular berthing mastci did duly on a particulai 
day and the number of jobs done by a berthing master could 
be more than what i.s mentioned in K.xt M-2, but nothing 
ma'crial has been elicited. The main fact stands and I think, 
undisputedly that shipping movcmtnts are carried out accoid- 
Ing to the tide, that full programme of shift movement is 
chalked out for each shift separately because of the lidal 
charactcris'ics of the river. The Calcuira Poit is a river port. 
It is situated on a tidal river. Ihe Hooghly. There is day 
tide night tide. The time of tide is uncertain and not fixed. 
Hence it is impractical to allow time to the concerned work- 
men who are concerned with ship movement for meals ett. 
shifting movement cannot be stopped for meals because of 
the peculiarity of the river port. The marine work is mainly 
operational and closely linked to tides, The marine staff has 
to remain watchful in order to ensure that the vessels do not 
mis.s the tide. The officers concerned can have their meals elc. 
either before commencement or after completion of their duty 
in each shift. I see no difficulty in that. They have been doing 
80 for more than 50 years. 

5. Sri A. K. B'asu, President of the Union, has referred to 
some provisions of the Factories Act, 1948 and West Bengal 
Shops & Establishments Act, 1963 but those duties cannot be 
compared wiffi the duty in question. The subject of industrial 
law may be split for convenience into three principal areas : 
fl) Industrial safety law, (ii) employment law and (iii) the 
law relating to indusTlal relations. Each has a different legal 
and sneciaf background. Factory law may come under the 
category of industrial safety law. Here wo are concerned with 
emnlovment law. The two should not be comnared. So 
rnfat'-i'-.- to ■pactories Act or Shops & Fstablishments Act 
Is wholly Irrelevant for the purposes of this case. 

6 . Sri AJC, Baau next argued that the berthing master had 
to wu.iv tor 8 hours and that the duty hour in some case 
was extended even to another shift He also submitted that 
they had to leave their residences earlier, had to go to the 
offi 'e and 'hen they had to start for the ship before the duty 
hour and in this way they had to put in more hours for 
performing their duty. He gave some instances In support 
of thi' argument. On ihe other hand Sr] Mukherf-e for the 
mariBrement contended that there were neriods of In action 
and they bad aimle time in their hands for tiffin etc. He 
poi'-t'd oti* that in between 2 January and 16 January there 
w"T(. 130 shifts in which thev worked for 5 to 7.30 hours 
In two shifts, for less than 7 hours in 4 shiftc and for 
tecs thnn 4 to 5 hours III 5 «hTts. that in 119 •hlffs thev had 
worked below 4 hours and thus there were sufficient period 
of Inaction. He said that they did not work for 8 hours 
contlminuslv. In mv opinion It is no* necessary In this case 
to calculate the actual hours of work performed by each 
benbinB master on each day. The Important fact Is that 
*h* -bin tTiov"nie™t is related to tide. Having regard to the 

possible to grant the rel'cf prayed 

for by the Union, 


Presiding Officer. Issue No. 2(a) out of the six issues was 
us follows ; 

“2ta) Whether ihe demand of the workmen attached 
to tno Harbour Cralts and berthing establishments 
under tile Haroour Muster incluamg Mooring ciow 
and the operational staff under the Mociing Master 
for fixed recess hours aad payqjcnt of oveilimci for 
work during such recess hours instead of the present

The answer to the same in the form of award was as beluv : 

■'Issue No. 2—Part 1 


The demand of the workmen attached to the Harbour 
crafts and berthing estabhshnicnt under the Harboui 
Master including the moonug crew and the opera¬ 
tional staff under the Mooring Master for fixed rccess 
hours and. payment of overtime for work during 
such recess Jiouis instead of present practice of 
vafiabJe recess <s not justified in view of the condi¬ 
tions under .which these workmen must work to 
keep the port running except for the laskars of the 
Fcndci' Shed whose woik does not depend on the 
action of the tides and the crew of hurnches and 
lugs who are ejjliilcd lo slightly higher o\eriime 
allowance because of more continuoi>s engagement.'’ 

In iny opinion this finding helgs Sii Miikherjcc. Any way 
I have decided this case on merits. 

8. For the reasons given above, my concluded awaid is 
that the demand of the Berthin.g Master and of the Assis¬ 
tant Dock Master of the Calcutta Port Trust for allowing 
them lime for meals/tiffin and for changing clothes and tor 
washing in between their shift hours is not justified, it 
follows that the concerned workmen arc not entitled to any 
iclicf.

The Central Government, Ministry of Labour, on 3I.st 
March, 1981 vide Or^er No. L-130]2(l)/80-D.iT.B made the

2. The workman himself has not appeared despite riolice 
and he cannot, on the facl.s, swim in the harbour of Section 
25'F of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1975 for he had not 
worked for 240 days .and was not entitled to retienchmeni 
compensation and notice for terminating his services.

inducted by unsciupukits employees and Labour Leaders 
and UtticiaU in the Muster Kofi of the coUiery and ac- 
coidingly undei the diioetion of the Govt, of India a Screen- 
mg Committee was formed to examme caics oi each indivi* 
dual claiming eir/ployment by going through all the relevant 
lecords and in this colliery also sueh a Screening Com¬ 
mittee was formed. On checking up records pecuhar tacts 
were observed; for example the person in SI. No. 12 was 
shown as Telephone AUcudant in Form 'B' register bat in 
attendance register he was shown as Bunker Munshi and 
his total employment was 19 days in January '73 and 12 days 
in Fcbriiaiy 73, Simihuly Sii Ganesli Ch. Kumar was 
shown as C. C, Mazdoor in Form ‘B’ register was designated 
as Stowing Mazdoor in attendance register and in wage 
icgistei he was shown as Driller Helper, It is submitted 
that the Sciecning ComniiUce found that none of the con¬ 
cerned workmen were genuine workers and hence there 
wa.s no question of employing them. Further it is stated 
that SI. Nos. 8, 10, 14, 18 19 & 21 alleged to have been 

stopped from work even before the take over of the manage¬ 
ment oa 31-1-73 and so the question of taking them in ser¬ 
vice did not arise at all. The remaining persons were 
stopped with effect fioin 14-2-73 after the report of the 
Screening Committee wav received. It submitted that origi¬ 
nally the Central Govt, had refused to make any reference 
in this case but latei on after the change of Government 
the present reference has been made and it is stale reference. 
Thus according to the management the concerned workmen 
were not genuine w-orkers of the colliery and hence they were 
stopped from work and in the circumstances they are not 
cntiticil to any relief. 


3. On merits it is stated that the concerned woikmen have 
been working at Samla Baidyanutbpur unit before lake over 
and they were present in the colliery on the date of take 
over but due to un8cre,iu'lous practice of the earlier manage¬ 
ment no records of their past work could be traceable and 
after fake over the management without any reason disagreed 
(o accept them as employees and deprived them from their 
right to be employee of this colliery. It is stated that the 
management declared tl:at those w'ho will be physically pre¬ 
sent on the date of take over will be accepted as employee 
of the colliery but (hey weic not treated as such. It is 
a'so alleged by them that the earlier management did not 
maintain records such us pay sheets etc. properly and the 
Screening Committee failed to submit any reason for not 
accepting them us employee of the colliery. It is also stated 
that the Screening Committee was not constituted under 
any law and rpo representative of the Central Trade Union 
were nrember of the Comir.itfec and the said committee 
■adopted pick and choose policy at the time of screening 
and deprived these workiivcn from employment. The con¬ 
cerned workmen alleged that they were stopped from their 
work on and from the dates mentioned against their names 
in the terms of Reference after take over and (he said 
action of the management is illognl. 

4. On the above ptounds their demand is that should 
be taken in employment by the present n'lnacemcnt. 

5. On behalf of the m anagement it is staled (hat the Jf. 
Gonwal Secretary of the Colliery Mazdooi Unicn located in 
Bu-stin Bazar has not raised the present dispute and hence 
the refcrciTce is incompeteni. It is further staled that the 
concerned workmen were not on the rolls of the erstwhile 
management on the date of nationalisation and hence the 
question of taking them in service did not arise at all. 
According to them the colliery in question was taken over by 
the Cenlial Govt, with crTcct from 31-3-73 though the owner¬ 
ship remained with the erstwhile employers and the Custodians 
w^ere appointed for different collieries by the Central Govt. The 
Central Gervt. created an orgaE'isutiou named Coal Mines 
Authority for the purpose which later on was incorporated 
nf a Govt.

The point for constJeralion is as to whether the action of 
the management in stopping from work the concerned work¬ 
men with effect from the dates noted against their name 
is justified. If not, to what relief they are entitled. , 

8 . From the terms of reference it will appear that SI. No.s, 
8 . 10, 14, 18, 19 & 21 are said to have been stopped tvork even 
piior to the date of take over. Admittedly, therefore, they 
were not on the rolls of the colliery even on the date of 
lake over and so the question of giving them employment 
did not arise at all. In the. written statement filed on behalf 
of the union it is no wheic stated as to when these work¬ 
men were stopped from work by the erstwhile manasement 
nor any mention has oeen made when they were moved 
by the erstwhile management prior to take over and whether 
Ihcv had taken au\ action ii> the matter and had 
raised any dispute before the management. None of these 
Workmen have even cared to come to the witness box to 
say that they were ever in employment of this colliery and 
they were stopped work, 

9. The management during evidence has come with a 
case as stated by WW-4 Sri Shankar Prasad Singh who claim¬ 
ed to be the Jt. Sccretaiy of the local committee of the 
Colliery Mazdoor Union. Me has stated in his chief that 
SI. Nos. 8 10, 14 18. 18 19 & 21 of the term of Refe¬ 
rence were made idle by the erstwhile managenjent prior to 
take Over and the union had taken up their case and had 
approached the erstwhile management and the said dispute 
was pending on the date of take over. No document has 
been filed on bchiilC of the union to prove this fact nor 
any suih plea has been taken m their written statement. 
,\dmittcdly the above six rersoDj were not under employ¬ 
ment of thi.s colliery oir the date ot take over and so the 
question of reinstating then'' does not arise at all and they 
have got no case. So far a-, the remaining workmen arc 
cotK’emed the management had filed the bonus register. Form 
C register. Form B register, pay sheet register Fxts. M-2 to 
M-5 to show that these workmen were designated differently 
in different registers and some of thenx claimed appoint¬ 
ment only a few days or niortth prior to the dale of take over, 
which clc.irly means (hat thei; w'orfcmen tried to induct them¬ 
selves as eeiniine laboui'ors. MW-2 is Shrt J, Saran who 
was nosted as Officer on Spccin) Duty ’Personnel at Pankola 
headquarter at the time of take over. The colliery in ques- 
(ion was attached to rhi, v^rv Area, MW-3 Is Sri Nirmal 
Sineh who was nosted as rusiodiarr of Samla Group of 
;;oJl'cucs On 31'l-7^. Tf will appear after taVe over a 
mselinr- was held in pirsencc of the Minister of SleeJ and 
Mines m which the representative of the Coal Mines Authority 
ttus also rcuresentativc .if various iradc unions includma the 
present union took part and certain mridelines were formu- 
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Ijted- The ftdJd guiddhieB indicated that all citvloyecs who 
werci membora of the C.M.l’.C. should he jccoptcd as rcr^ 
manent workers within li day^. Those who have been 
deprived to become membera but who were working regularly 
were also to be employed permanently. 'Lastly it was 
agreed that a Screenint Committee would be constitoted to 
bciwn out the genuine workers. Off the basis of tlus agree¬ 
ment a Scicening Corrsmittee was formed in this colliery also 
ill' sshich MW-1 Sri Nirmal Singh wag the Chairman and 
jMW-2 Sii J. Saran was its member. MW-2 has stated that 
the committee did .screening work on the basis of various 
statutory and non-statutorr records produced before them 
and found that the con .,ned workmen were not genuine 
workers. Similar is the e idence of M\V-3 who took this 
colliery as Custodian, lixt. M-8 is the copy of the enquiry 
icport of the Screening Commifteei and duly signed bv MW-2 
& MW-3 as also one Sri Dasgupta another member. On 
the basis of this report the Custodian. Sri A. B, Moitra 
Issued a letter to the Manager of Samla Baldyanathpur colliery 
dated 15-6-73 (Ext. M-7) informing him that on the findings 
of the ,Screening Committee the persons named in the letter 
were approved to get emdoynient in this colliery. The 
nances of 65 persons .ire mentioned therein who were re¬ 
commended for their eniidovment. Thus from this authentic 
document it is cleai that the coixerned workmen were not 
found genuine workers and were found inductees and hence 
they weie not taken, There was also a prevision for Appeal 
before the higher authority against the findings of the 
Screening Committee hut that course was not followed by 
any of the concerned workmep. The matter thus becam#' 
final and the concerned woikmcn had no case to get any relief. 

10. As again.st documents not a single document has 
been filed on behalf of the union to prove that they v/erc 
ever appointed even by Itie erstwhUe manaceraent. There 
IS not a single chit of paper to .show that they are the genuine 
workefs. Three of the concerned workmen whose SI. Nos. are 
1. 20 & 12 have been examined in the case as WW-1 to 
WW-^, WW-1 whose SI, No. 20 has stated that he was work¬ 
ing in B'aiJyanathpiir colliery from July, 1972 and mostly 
ho vvniked as C, C, M Ma/door and got mrmthly wages 
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.it the rate of Rs. 6 per attendance in a roonth. He never ap- 
jtroached the Custodian even aticr iho work was sioppea. vv W-2 
claims to be in employment o'" the colliery since Juno ’72 and 
he was designated as Boxing Mistry who has stated that he 
Was deputed to do other type of work also, WW-3 is Sri 
Tiibhuban Singh who -’laims lo have been appointed from 
.\ugust '72. There is no paper vvitii them to show their 
appointment. The last witness is WW-4 Sri Shankar Prasad 
.Singh who claimed to be joint Secretary of the local com¬ 
mittee of the union but no paper has been filed to prove 
this fact. From Ext, M-8 which is the enquiry report of the 
Screening Committee of Samla Baidyanathpur coUiery it will 
appear that the Committee had taken oral evidence of the 
Manager, Asstt. Manager and other persons including this 
witness who wag Cap Lamp Issuer. The report up where 
shows that this witness ever asserted before the committee 
that the concerned workmen were the genuine workers 
though he claims to be an office bearer of this union. The 
witnesses examined on behalf of the union have slated that 
they have no knowledge of any Screening Committee. But 
the fact that a Screening Committee had been constituted 
is admitted in the written statement of the union itself. 
Further WW-4 Sri Shankar Prasad Singh Wa.s in fact exa¬ 
mined by the committee and so ir cannot be said that the 
conceined workmen oi their labour leader had no Informa¬ 
tion of the same. 


11. Considering the entire evidence on record 1 bold that 
the concerned workmen were nof the genuine employees 
Of this colliery and hence die action of the management in 
stopping them from work is fiilly instifled. They are, 
in the cicumstances, not entitled to any relief.
